Water Discoloration 
Caused By Algae 

It is reported at Town Hall that 
dozens of telephone calls are being 
received daily about the discolora- 
tion of water coming from the 
Town water mains. Some of the 
calls have been to the nature of 
queries and others in the nature 
of complants. Town Engineer 
Russell McCoy says there is no- 
thing that can be done about it at 
the present time. The mains 
have been flushed in an effort to 
eliminate the discoloration but 
the same conditions also exist in 
Norfolk from whence the supply 
comes. It is caused by a growth 
of algae which frequently appears 
at this season of the year and 
particularly when the water con- 
sumption is not very great. This 
algae is a harmless fungus and 
the water is good for consump- 
tion; the only damage caused is 
ihe clouding of the water. «

Believing in this 
principle we are devoting a large amount of 
space this week to matters which are con- 
sidered to be of vital interest to a large por- 
tion of our readers. This space is being 
given to these subjects not in an effort to 
Influence but to call attention to the public 
that matters probably effecting their inter- 
est are to come up. 



On Monday night there will be a Town 
Council meeting. At this meeting matters 
* will be presented which are or should be of 
vital interest to all taxpayers of Virginia 
Beach, matters which each councilman will 
nave to pass upon, not voicing alone an indi- 
vidual opinion but under our system of gov- 
ernment speaking in a representative capa- 
city. In reaching a final decision, they will 
not only use their best judgment but will be 
largely guided in their action by the desires 
of their constituency. It, therefore, behooves 
those who will be effected directly or in- 
directly to turn out and express their views 
pro or con on these vital questions in order 
that their representatives may be guided in 
their official actions. 

A proposal will be presented to the Town 
Council that it vote for the abandonment of 
I a piece of water front property estimated to 
be forty foot wide and six hundred and fifty 
feet long in order that it may be used by a 
private corporation for commercial uses. This 
strip of land is a portion of Ocean Avenue 
between Thirty-first and Thirty-third 
Streets. This strip of land belongs to the 
taxpayers of Virginia Beach. The abandon- 
ment of the same means the surrendering 
of property belonging to the taxpayers to a 
private corporation to be used for individual 
profits without cost to the said corporation 
8Q long as its directors may see fit to ultilize 
it. 

Using for a comparative basis, the prices' 
.recently paid for water front sites in that 
vicinity this strip of land should be con- 
servatively worth thirty-five thousands of 
dollars. A request that thirty-five thous- 
ands of dollars of the taxpayers' property be 
turned over to a private corporation at no 
cost whatsoever to be used by it so long as 
its use is profitable is being made to the 
Town Council. ) 

If the proposed project presents itself as 
a profitable one to the promotors and the 
land is a necessary contingent, they should 
pay for the use of the same on an equitable 
basis. Other enterprises have come to Vir- 
ginia Beach and either purchased or leased 
the lands upon which to operate. If they 
failed — they took their losses — none have 
asked to be subsidized by the taxpayers. And 
at this writing we see no reason why thirty- 
five thousands of dollars of property should 
be donated for use to the Sea Pines Develop- 
ment Corporation by the taxpayers. 

A plea has . been advanced that twelve 
thousands of dollars are paid annually to 
the Town by the corporation in taxes, 
licenses and water rents and that these pay- 
ments by necessity will be cut off unless this 
concession is granted. Twelve thousands of 
dollars is a small sum in comparison to what 
other taxpayers contribute toward the 
support of Town and contribute without 
subsidy. 

If this concession is accorded the Sea Pines 
Development Corporation, why should not 
ever property *jxpt\er on Ocean Avenue 
receive the samlrrights? John Doe, owner 
of. the Just Built Hotel, may desire to con- 
struct an open air lounge or porch (not under 
■ cover) extending out to walkway; over the 
. forty feet of Ocean Avenue to make his hotel 
more attractive to expected guests. What 
about it ? A precedent has been set and one 
thing may lead to another. 

Virginia Beach has one maiiv asset — that 
is, its beach. A beach free from commercial 
concessions and thereby noted for its beauty. 
This has largely been preserved by the ex- 
istence of Ocean Avenue. The question now 
comes, shall we permit inroads to L 
which will undoubtedly eventually icai 
destruction of the one safeguard, or s 
waterfront be cluttered with _■■■' 
establishments?

Speaking of ascertaining public opinion 
brings to mind again the question of the 
creation of a mosquito control district for 
the Town of Virginia Beach and the adjacent 
areas. This question is supposed to be pre- 
sented to the Town council also on Monday 
night for adoption or rejection. 

The Council in conjunction with the Board 
of Supervisors and the present mosquito 
commission endeavored to procure the ma- 
jority opinion as to its advisability by calling 
an open meeting for a general discussion of 
the subject. This meeting, which was called 
of persons from areas of approximately five 
thousand population, was attended by less 
than one hundred. Of those attending less 
than fifty percent voiced an opinion. An 
important question was at issue. The ques- 
tion of the imposition of a substantial in- 
crease of taxes on realty. It was recom- 
mended by a vote of less than one percent of 
the people to be effected. 

This problem is a serious one to the entire 
citizenry of the community. We know that 
the mosquito is a detriment and at the same 
time we know that our properties are carry- 
ing a heavy tax burden. 

There is still opportunity to voice your 
opinion on either the abandonment of public 
property or Mosquito Control — the Council 
will welcome it — the members will undoubt- 
edly abide by the weight of opinion. And 
we repeat if you stay home take what you 
get— don't stay away and then grouch at 
what you get — the Townhall boys are trying 
to do their best.

FASHIONS OUT OF TEST TUBES 



Men's lack of interest in the clothes their 
women folk wear is proverbial. They hate 
to be dragged along to fashion shows, they 
scoff at the newfangled hats that women 
affect, and they show their scorn for the 
whole business in every conceivable way. 

But there was a fashion show held in New 
York City not so many weeks ago that made 
Americana of all kinds and of both sexes sit 
up and take notice. It was called "Fashions 
Out of Test Tube;/' and ii: was devot-iO, «,o 
showing products davelopta by industrial re- 
search during the past five years. 

These products showed great possibilities 
for America's future. In the making of 
them, in finding new and wider uses for 
them, lay the promise of more jobs and new 
payrolls for Americans everywhere. 

The audience at this fashion show saw 
bathing suits, evening dresses, hats, shoes, 
and other apparel made from glass, coal, tar, 
salt, oil, camphor, soy beans, milk, and many 
other stfbstances. In the development of 
uses for these new products they saw how 
industry is working constantly to find new 
uses for the farmer's surplus products. 

No man interested in the welfare of Am- 
erica, interested in seeing it maintain its 
past progress, could fail to be inspired by this 
particular fashion show. With industry co- 
operating with the farmer, with the produc- 
tion of hew products for the great body of 
Americans, it spoke glowingly of the future 
that lies in wait for this country if industrial 
research is given encouragement and a free 
hand.

Western ideas of truth-telling;

and two obviously inspired ac- 
counts of Japan's pre-llterate his- 
tory to aid him in its reconstruc- 
tion. Mr. Young is principally 
concerned with narrating the de- 
velopment of the idea and prac- 
tice of emperor-worship. He scru- 
pulously recounts the legends, 
mentioning apparently all of the 
more important gods and their 
personal stories. The advent of re- 
corded history in Japan appears 
to have been at least negative, if 
not actually confusing, in contri- 
buting to an understanding of the 
national past. Maintaining that 
writing was first used in Japan 
to establish falsehood, Mr. Young 
depends upon foreign accounts 
and internal evidence in writing 
to trace the story of the deifica- 
tion of the Empfrot. He shows 
that it was after the forcible entry 
of the Western powers into Japan 
through the exploit of Commodore 
Perry that the ultimate concept of 
the God-Emperor was finally 
reached in the reestablishment of 
a politically impotent ruler, ^to 
whom the most extreme loyanw- 
is owed as a religious duty. In 
following Japan's history, the 
author stresses the belligerent na- 
ture oi" her people. In comparing 
the Dark Ages in Europe and Ja- j 
pan, he finds that while Euro- j 
peans frequently fought over reli- 
gious differences, the Japanese 
never lacked a purely secular 
Issue. Mr. Young is almost repeti- 
tious in citing militarism as the 
curse of Jai;an. 

"The Else of a Pagan State" 
clearly reveals the eclectic char- 
acter of the Japanese religion. Mr. 
Young credits China with even 
the early legends of Japanese 
gods. He shows that the Jap- 
anese, with an innate gift for cir- 
cumventing ethical injunctions, 
have adopted what ritual they 
found attractive in Confucianism, 
Buddhism, Taoism and lesser 
Chin se and Indo-Chinese cults. 
He indicts Sh'into for its want of I 
any moral content, charging that | 
in Japan it is more important to 
perform the correct ritual than to 
do the right thing. He finds 
amusing the official explanation 
of the non-moral character of 
Shinto on the grounds that while 
the degraded Chinese needed the 
ethical precepts of Confucius, the 
perfect Japanse had no such need 
of guidance in moral conduct.

As .a matter of fact, 
John actually signed four such 
papers but only one, which is now 
to the United States, was ever 
salvaged for posterity. 

Archibald McLeish, librarian of 
Congress, who accepted the chart- 
er, was moved to remark: "History 
has many curious and circuitous 
passages— many winding stair- 
ways which return upon them- 
selves — but none more curious 
than the turn of time which 
brings the Great Charter of the 
English to stand across this gal- 
lery from the two great charters 
of American freedom." (The Dec- 
laration of Independence and the 
U. S. constitution). 

Whether or not we wish to 
make anything of this particular 
gesture, whether we believe or not 
that our destiny lies elsewhere 
than saving democratic institu- 
tions in Europe, it is still an in- 
escapable situation that as the 
pressure grows abroad, the United 
States will be more and more 
looked to as the only free power 
strong enough to maintain indivi- 
dual enterprise. As this grows up- 
on lis, there is more than ever 
reason to remain neutral, to keep! 
what we have and to be in a posi- j 
tion to offer some sort of an ex- 
ample to the world in the days of 
peace to come.

Oeorge Washington became so 
angered at the disgraceful brawl 
that occurred at the first celebra- 
tion of a day of Thanksgiving as 
proclaimed by a President that he 
did not proclaim any day of 
thanksgiving for five years. In 
1795, he set February 10 as a day 
of public thanksgiving and pray- 
er. 

President John Adams put this 
day of Thanksgiving on Wednes- 
day, May 0, 1700 and on Thurs- 
day, April 35. 1700. Thomas Jef- 
ferson, who opposed the Idea, did 
not proclaim any day for giving 
thanks during his term of office. 

President James Madison set 
the third Thursday In August 
1812; the second Thursday in 
September, 1813; Thursday, Jan- 
uary 13, 1014; and the second 
(Thursday in April 1815 

From Madison to Lincoln the 
proclamation of a day of Thanks- 
giving lapsed. 

In 1861, Lincoln set the last 
Thursday in September and in 
1003 he set the last Thursday in 
November. 

So President Roosevelt has not 
started a new Idea. Thanksgiving 
for the past 75 years followed a 
date fixed by President Lincoln. 
We enjoyed a Democratic Thanks- 
giving date this year. So what!

far in 1930 at approximately 11 
o'clock Friday morning, according 
to careful estimates of statisti- 
cians. 

"Twenty years ago the state of 
Oregon hit upon the idea of plac- 
ing a lc per gallon tax on gas-, 
aline to provide funds for roodj 
building," Mr. Kyhn recalled. All, 
the other states followed suit. In! 
1033 the federal government start- j 
ed to collect a duplicating tax. 
Many states increased their tax 
rates and revenues have grown 
up like Jack's beanstalk. This year 
a total of more than one billion 
dollars will be collected." 

Mr. Kyhn stated it was thought 
to be especially appropriate to ob- 
serve this outstanding milestone 
hi American tax history for two 
reasons. 

"First, a majority of the motor- 
ists In the United States earn less 
than 30 dollars a week, and they 
pay an average of 32 dollars a 
year in gasoline taxes. Thus, 
most American motorists must 
contribute one whole week's wage 
each year In keeping up with the 
gasoline tax collector. 

"Second, to focus attention on 
the remarkable growth of the 
gasoline tax beanstalk to this 
breathless sum, and to show that 
the federal and state governments 
should now consider the need for 
giving their motorist taxpayers a 
breathing spell. 

Automobile clubs, truckers and 
gasoline station operators In many 
parts of the country are planning 
observations of this event on Fri- 
day morning by passing a 
"breathless moment" at that time, 
Kyhn stated.

Newspaper headlines may 
scream the news of the day, but 
you will find many small items on 
the inside pages, which may be- 
come the news for tomorrow.

Only one 
thing, namely, these metals are 
in demand, and they are becom- 
ing scarce. They are in demand 
because American iron is being 
shipped by huge tonnage to war- 
ring nations. The Increasing scar- 
city may sooner or later become 
alarming, if and when these 
metals are needed either for Am- 
erican industry or for American 
protection. A recent suggestion 
that American war materials be 
conserved, if carried out, would 
hasten the conclusion of war both

There are six main features re- 
cognized by the Federal Housing 
Administration as entering into 
the measure of mortgage risk, 
each of which is given a rating 
according to the extent to which 
conditions regarding It contribute 
to the risk involved. 

A serious deficiency in respect 
to any one feature is in Itself suf- 
ficient to render the mortgage un- 
sound. 

First is the "ratio of loan to the 
value," which by itself has con- 
stituted the time-honored method 
of determining risk. 

Second is the "ratio of debt 
service to rental value." This 
weighs the question "Will the 
property, If it were to be rented, 
be able to sustain the mortgage 
without contribution from the 
owner?" 

Third is the "ratio of the eco- 
nomic life of the building to the 
term of the mortgage." By this 
method a tjime period for the 
mortgage may be selected which 
will result in total amortization 
before the building Improvements 
become valueless. 

Fourth is the "rating of the 
borrower," which enables weigh- 
ing of the borrower's ability and

Fifth is the "rating of physical 
security," that is the property it- 
self. Experts use a sensible ap- 
proach in determining the ac- 
ceptability of the physical prop- 
erty by rating its qualities from 
the standpoint of durability, apu 
jpearance, and functional excel- 
lence. 

Sixth is "rating of location." 
Investigation is made to decide 
whether or not the? site will re- 
main desirable over a long period 
of time and the amount of this 
desirability as compared to other 
sites. 

In the case of each mortgage 
submitted these six risks are ex- 
amined and rated, and from these 
combined ratings a "rating of 
mortgage pattern" is prepared. On 
the basis of this rating the mort- 
gage is adjudged and insurance 
is issued or withheld.

If it does, you have in 
condensed form the story of tall, 
baldish, soft-spoken Professor 
Harry Steenbock, of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin, who said "No!" 
to a million dollars. : 

This amount, say Wm. F. Mc- 
Dermott and J. C. Furnas, writing 
in the current Rotarian Magazine, 
Professor Steenbook could have 
had in return for his discovery of 
the process of incorporating "the 
sunshine vitamin" in foods and 



Traffic fatality figures of the 
National Safety Council for 1939, 
when finally compiled, will con- 
tinue to lay before the public the J 
fact that night driving, with a 
death rate almost three times that 
of day driving, is the country's 
major traffic problem, according 
to Edward M. Rice, Director of 
the Street and Highway Lighting 
Safety Bureau. 

"Over the last several years, 
and particularly during 1938", 
Mr. Rice said, "progress has been 
made in attacking this problem 
of death after dark. Much more 
might have been done had not 
many of the organizations engag- 
ed in traffic accident research 
and safety education failed to re- 
cognize and stress the fatal handi- 
cap that inadequate visibility 
places on the motorist and pede- 
strian when night fans." 

For the first time, night acci- 
dents in 1930 killed more people 
than day accidents, and have 
continued to do so every year 
since. At the present time they 
account for about 00 per cent of 
an fatalities despite the fact that 
only one-quarter to one-third of 
the traffic la moving after dark. 
Since 1930, not including 1999, 
night traffic accidents killed 177,- 
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Mere Light is Only 
"The Inability to see in the 
dark", Mr. Bice said, "is one thing 
that cannot be blamed on the 
motorist nor can any educational 
program imbue him with new vis- 
ual powers. The remedy lies in 
providing adequate visibility. Au- 
tomobile manufacturers, in adopt- 
ing the new 'Sealed Beam' light- 
ing system as standard equipment 
on almost all makes of cars, have 
contributed materially to safer 
night driving. But the real answer 
can come only through the pro- 
vision of fixed artificial Illumina- 
tion where accident experience 
proves the need for It. Such a 
program would be hopeless but for 
the fact that a preponderant 
number of night accidents occur 
on a very small percentage of 
road mileage. In other words, the 
night accident problem Is largely 
limited to traffic arteries— main 
city thoroughfares and major; 
heavily traveled highways." 

Fortunately, the move towards 
safety lighting modernization, 
supported by such organizations 
as the United States Junior Cham- 
ber of Commerce, National Safety 
Council, the Institute of Traffic 
Engineers, American Association 
of Motor Vehicle Administrators, 
ana the American Road Builders 
Association has already effected 
great savings in life, injury and 
property damage in several states 
and many cities throughout the 
country. 

In the nation-wide "Safety with 
Light" program of the United 
States Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce, campaigns to modernise 
street lighting for safety have 
been carried on in over 50 cities 
during the past year and have al- 
ready brought about the adoption 
of safety lighting projects by the 
city governments of Long Beach, 
Los Angeles, San Francisco, Denv- 
ver, Dallas, Chicago, Cleveland 
and several others. 

Light Cuts New Jersey Bate 
In New Jersey, a statewide light- 
ing program carried out In 16 of 
its 21 counties was largely re- 
sponsible for a reduction of 37 fir 
cent in its night fatalities for the 
year, and helped New Jersey id 
win the grand prize in the traf- 
fic safety contest conducted by 
the National Safety Council.

DISTRIBUTION of milk In this 
country bas grown to a point 
where It far outstrips any other 
country in the world In volume and 
sanitary protection of its product. 

When 30 million bottles of fresh 
milk are placed on the doorsteps 
of American homes every day this 
stupendous but unobtrnsive daily 
Service to consumers is so efficiently 
carried out as to be almost unbe- 
lievable to foreign milk experts. 

Daily distribution of milk by 
trained organisations is a distinc- 
tively American development, says 
the Milk Industry Foundation, as 
few consumers in foreign lands 
have a dependable protected supply 
of milk delivered dally at their 
doorsteps. 

In most other countries milk dis- 



tribution Is generally an antiquated, 
although traditional, hit or Miss at* 
fair. Dog carts, males, hand tanks 
snd other primitive means are used 
to make deliveries. As a rale milk 
is dipped from open containers in 
vessels supplied by the housewife. 

The modern equipment of the 
American milk distributor Is In di- 
rect contrast to most foreign meth- 
ods. Here the distributor Is trained 
In the handling and processing of 
a perishable food and also serves as 
a guardian of the community health. 

Pasteurising, bottle-washing, bot- 
tling, capping, refrigerating, testing, 
safeguarding buttertat content, in- 
specting farms and the myriad de* 
tails of delivery equipment, all of 
which protect the milk, are almost 
unknown to foreign milkmen.

Q. My hoe is to be built on a 
sloping site, and the floor of the 
dining room will be below the out- 
side grade level. What distance 
between these two levels does good 
construction practice allow? 

A. The average depth below 
grade of the finish flow of the 
room should not exceed two and 
a half feet. The exterior walls 
below grade should be waterproof- 
ed to eliminate the possibility of 
moisture penetration. 




Q. What is the correct ceiling 
height for a room? 

A. A ceiling height of eight feet 
is generally satisfactory for the 
average house. When possible, the 
ceiling height should be in proper- 
tkm to the size of the room. If 
rooms are small, a celling height 
somewhat less than eight feet will 
make rooms appear larger. If 
large, a celling height of more 
than eight feet often adds to the 
appearance of the room. Prom a 
practical standpoint the celling 
height should be sufficient to pro- 
vide adequate headroom and free 
circulation of ah*. The Federal 
Housing Administration has 
established minimum allowable 
celling heights. These vary from 
seven to eight feet, depending up- 
on the locality. The building codes 
of many towns and cities contain 
ceiling-height limitations. In 
rooms where a portion of the cell- 
ing follows the roof slope, suffi- 
cient height should be provided 
at the wall to permit the placing 
of necessary furniture and easy 
access to it. At least 50 per cent 
of the floor area should have a 
standard celling height.

Q. How deep can a floor Joist be 
cut for piping and duct work 
without impairing the effective 
strength of the joist? 

A. Do not notch the top or bot- 
tom edges of floor joists more 
than one-sixth of the joist depth. 
If a deeper cut is necessary,, a. 
header the full depth of the joist 
should be cut in to support the 
end of the joist. Joists should 
never be notched in the middle 
third of the span. 

Q. What dimensions are consid- 
ered minimum for exterior and an- 
terior doors? 

A. Main-entrance doors should 
be not less than three feet wide 
and all other exterior doors not 
less than two feet eight Inches 
wide. Interior doors which provide 
access to a living room, dining 
room, or kitchen should hare a 
minimum width of two feet six 
inches. 



A cracked or broken window 
does not necessitate calling 
to a repair man, for installing a 
new glass la a relatively simple 
repair job.

WHAT'S THE MATTES WITH EVERYTHING?? 

■ There seems to be universal belief that the American people 
favor competitive systems and opportunities for free enterprise. Our 
enthusiastic Assistant Attorney General Thurman Arnold has told the 
federal Monopoly Committee that he has "a program that could be 
started In a week's time without further legislation" which would stop 
unjustified price rises and furnish a "comprehensive and logical solu- 
tion of economic problems." He indicates a plan of organization with 
four principal objectives, first of which would "make the voice of 
eomsumers an effective force as a counter-balance/ against pressure 
groups." In the second place he would prevent unreasonable "collec- 
tive action:* oo the part of agriculture, labor and business. Thirdly, 
"unjustified price increases" would be smashed. Fourthly, he would 
provide new legislative powers for the regulation of such problems as 
cannot be reached by the existing laws. 

The Department of Justice has been attacking alleged monopo- 
lies on a very broad front, and the Job has apparently been concent- 
rated in the hands of Assistant Attorney General Arnold. ^ 

All kinds of people look alike to him, as evidenced by the fact 
that agriculture and labor unions and medicine are accused as mono- 
polies. Before the advent of Arnold the Industrial and financial lead- 
ers were usually classed as chief villains who waxed fat in their 
monopolles. 

Maybe some food will come out of all these attacks upon long 
established methods under the American system. But very signifi- 
cantly the position of the Government today Is in direct opposition 
to the policies of the old NRA and the original AAA. 

Directly opposed to the Arnold theory of going after everything 
that looks like a monopoly Is found in the position taken by many 
public men In defense of the older system of free initiative and free 
competition. These men are opposed to restrictive laws, and threats 
of officials that the Federal and State Governments are waiting for 
chances to crack-down on private enterprise. 

There are too many laws and too many interferences in the com- 
mon practices and relations of groups that are trying to help agricul- 
ture, organized labor, ethical practices in the medical profession and 
freedom to do business in the industries and financial institutions.

IN A recent article, we toW of the 
comfort, health, convenience, profit 
and safety that hot and cold running 
water under pressure brings to the 
electrified farin. However, it is not 
always financially possible for the 
farmer to install a complete water 
system immediately. For him, the re- 
cently-perfected "pin-up" non-pres- 
sure electric heater provides an ideal 
solution to his hot water problem 
whether or not he has an automatic 
pressure water system. 

If a farm has high-ltee electricity 
and cold water under pressure, this 
little beater easily can be connected 
to the electric and water systems at 
any convenient location. If running 
water is not available, it can be fed 
either by a reservoir arrangement or 
by hand and placed wherever hot 
water is most used. And, being small 
in sine and light in weight, it readily 
can be moved from one point to an- 
other whenever the need arises. 

Available in either square or round 
models, this heater has a capacity of 
approximately two gallons, is about 
18 inches high and less than a foot 
wide. Empty, it weighs around 20 
pounds; full, about 35 pounds. Power 
requirements vary from 000 to 1400 
watts, and the time necessary to heat 



the water from ten to fifteen minutes 
depending on its Initial and final tem- 
perature. 

The temperature of the heated wa- 
ter is safely and accurately controlled, 
by an easily - adjustable thermostat, 
which turns the heating unit on and 
off as necessary. Because the heater, 
is so well insulated with either glass; 
or rock wool, very little current is, 
needed to keep the water hot once it 
is brought up to the desired temper- 
ature. Finished in gleaming white, the 
heater makes aa attractive addition 
to any room in which it is used. 

Installed, the heater costs about 
$25.00 while, depending upon the 
quantity of water used and the tern-, 
perature to which it is heated, its op- 
erating cost will vary fsaMfpuF to six 
cents per day. It supptBjTplenty of" 
instant hot water for shaving, wash/ 
ing dishes and dairy utensils, small) 
laundering Jobs, general cleaning and: 
ordinary toilet use. If operated at suf-v 
fldenUy high temperature, and the 
contents diluted with cold water, iv 
even provides for bathing.

* Corsets are often prescribed for 
persons with sagging stomachs, 
although generally they must be 
specially fitted to the individual 
case. This condition is known sci- 
entifically by the tongue twisting 
name, visceroptosia, which means 
falling of the abdomen. 

A few people are born with saj- 
ging stomachs, but most who have 
them acquire the condition latii 
in life. They are usually «mn 
nervous individuals with chroni- 
cally poor posture and p -ysique..

When the stomach Is loaded 
with a heavy meal, it sags and di- 
gestion is delayed. This causes 
discomfort and lack of appetite, 
with resulting malnutrition. 

Persons with sagging stomachs 
need lots of rest and food. When 
they lie down, the stomach Is in a 
better position than when they 
stand erect The diet in such cases 
should be bland and dry, consist- 
ing of five small, easily digested 
meals a day rather than three 
large meals. It should be high in 
vitamins, and tow in fluids. 

The best foods to help correct 
falling abdomens are tender meats 
such as chicken; turkey, lamb 
chops, beef, bacon, and fish, with 1 
plenty of buttered toast, cream, 
soups, salads, cooked fruits, and 
all vegetables except those that 
are fried. 

Foods to avoid ace all those 
fried in deep fat, spices and con- 
diments, tough meats, pickles, and 
uncooked fruits and' vegetables. 
Despite its excellence aa a food, 
fluid milk is not used as a bever- 
age because of its high waiter con- 
tent, but should be included in 
cooked foods or taken as dry milk, 
or in white bread made with milk.

PUBLIC AND PERSONAL 
HEALTH 

"The great progress made In 
medical science and disease pre- 
vention during the past forty 
years has not eliminated the need 
for a personal health interest. 
While much has been and will 
continue to be accomplished 
through health control measures, 
a 'let-George - do-it' attitude, 
where individual well-being is con- 
cerned, is unjustified. Personal 
health la entirely too personal for 
that," states Dr. I. C. Riggin, 
Commissioner at Health. 

'^Proration of the water and 
milk supplies, environmental sani- 
tation, quarantine for communic- 
able diseases, and the other 
phases of preventive medicine 
have -their limitations so far as 
individual vitality is concerned. 
Indeed, even with every concei- 
vable public health activity being 
effectively applied,, the problem 
of maintaining, personal health 
remains. 

"For example;, adjusting one's 
habits to conform, to nature's dic- 
tates cannot be delegated to of- 
ficials. Y»t*a satisfactory solution 
Blemjjt fundamental if 
Continue. -While 'gen- 
eral recommendations on this sub- 
ject, in light of individual char- 
obtaining guidance on this- sub- 
ject, in lgiht of Individual char- 
acteristics and needs, should be 
apparent. Physicians alone should 
be relied upon for this service. 

"Of equal importance to a 
healthful living regimen is the 
periodic health examination. 
Through this Investigation, one's 
doctor can discover certain con- 
ditions, If present, long before 
symptoms announce their exis- 
tence. And to get this 'jump on 
the gun', so to speak, frequently 
means the difference between 
health and a serious illness, or 
sometimes a premature death. 

"It is to be observed, therefore, 
that these essential factors are 
involved in personal welfare; 
first, public health administra- 
tion; second, the family doctor; 
and finally, personal cooperation 
in the form of a reasonable and 
consistent conformance to na- 
ture's basic requirements. 

"Public health Is doing its part. 
The family physician Is eager to 
conserve personal health as well 
as to cure disease. However, the 
individual must intelligently ac- 
cept his responsibility and gov. 
era himself accordingly. A healths 
and vigorous body and all the 
pleasure and happiness associat- 
ed therewith demand no less."

Outdoor living is stimulated 
limiting the portion of the lot 
that may be covered by the home 
structure. The purpose la to in- 
sure ample open areas to afford 
Privacy, light, and air and to 
permit use of the plot for recrea- 
tional and entertaining activi- 
ties. 

Floors of new outdoor living 
rooms are usually of brick tile 
or concrete. A portion of the* open 
space is roofed. The rear wall of 
the home may have exterior de- 
coration in the way of shelves, 
cupboards for wood storage, and 
builtin seats. 



Relief From Standardization 
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It's Dangerous 
Down On The F 



ILife on the farm looks safe 
enough, but actually more people 
are killed in the course of farm 
work than in any other industry. 
Last year farm-work deaths were 
more than one fourth of the fatal 
accidents in all industries com- 
bined, according to the National 
Safety Council. 

What makes farm work so 
dangerous? Carelessness and fail- 
ure to take proper precautions, 
particularly when working with 
machinery and animals. These 
factors probably caused more 
than one half of the fatal farm 
accidents reported for 1938. 

Excessive heat, falls, bums, 
lightning, and falling trees are 
other hazards which take a heavy 
toll of farm workers. All such ac- 
cidents usually can be avoided by 
taking suitable precautions. 

The worker in industry is con- 
stantly safeguarded by protective 
devices, warning signs, and the 
vigilance of a watchful foreman. 
The farmer's safety is entirely In 
his own hands. 

In some parts of the country 
intensive farm safety programs 
have been sponsored by the State 
Safety Council and associated 
agencies. Such programs have cut 
the farm fatalities down by more 
than one half. 

This shows that the farmer will 
use safety knowledge if he can 
get it. The only way to make sure 
of his getting safety instruction 
is to make it part of the educa- 
tion of every farm boy and girl. 
Farm organizations and Pour- 
H Clubs should sponsor safety 
education as a specific part of 
their program for farm better- 
ment. Virginia rural schools fail 
in a major responsibility if they 
do not provide safety education 
for farm children. 



Where space permits, this 
home solves the problem of 
how to break the monotony of 
design without bordering on 
extremity. The center of the 
house is one room dee*, with 
one wing devoted to bedrooms 
and bath and the other to 
kitchen and dining room.

"There are certain basic re- 
quirements essential to life. Water 
is one of them. Even plenty of 
food, air, sleep, and adequate 
shelter, if the body be deprived 
of water, it cannot exist. Never- 
theless, there are some people who 
have reduced their water intake 
to an extreme minimum. Some of 
these do not crave water; others 
have a misguided notion of its 
fattening possibilities and deprive 
themselves of the requisite daily 
amount on that account. Again, 
certain faddists advise an over- 
use of water, claiming that by a 
high-pressure Intake bodily puri- 
fying processes are stepped-up. 
Consequently, many persons sus- 
ceptible to that type of influence 
drink excessive quantities. None 
of these attitudes is sound," 
states Dr. I. C. Riggin, Commis- 
sioner of Health. 

Like the intake of food, the 
water intake should be based up- 
on the system's requirements 
rather than upon personal in- 
clinations or false notions. Na- 
turally, one's consumption will be 
influenced by temperatures, ac- 
tivity, and other personal equa 
tions. And, of course, allowances 
for the water content of tea 
coffee, etc.. can be made. 

. "The idea that by drinking 
water fat is accumulated would be 
convenient to those lacking a 
normal food supply, on the theory 



that at least they could develop a 
well-fed appearance without ex-: 
pense. Which, of course, is absurd | 
in its practical application. While ' 
the copious use of water at meal- 
times has a tendency to increase 
the assimilative processes of the 
siomnch, there apparently is no 
other basis for the belief the; 
water in any other way promotes. 
! weight. I

quantities as a flushing agent for- 
get that the body is a miraculous 
organism composed of myriads of 
cells and is not just a pipe-line

Pipes which are susceptible to 
freezing should be either relocated 
or insulated with from two and 
one-half to three inches of good 
pipe covering. 
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FHA Lists Aids 
For Building In 
Winter Weather 

Frscautions to be observed dur- 
ing Winter construction where low 
l^temperatures prevail have been 
Tk»;ed by Federal Housing Admin- 
istration officials to assist home 
planners and builders in prevent- 
ing damage to materials and pos- 
sible failures caused by action of 
the elements. 

The best construction princi- 
ples require that workers, materi- 
als, and construction be protected 
fr.m unfavorable climatic condi- 
V$igns, and the principal problems 
'to Winter construction are solved 
b> protection and heat, it was 
pointed out by Howard P. Ver- 
milya, Director of FHA's Techni- 
cal-Division. 

y£\ Among precautions covering 
fundamental points relating to 
I sound Winter construction are: 
Storage of Materials 
Keep all masonry materials dry 
and preferably not in contact with 
the ground-. 

Store cement and I^me in tight 
sheds with floor raised above 
ground. 

Stack framing lumber off the 
fsjffund with ventilation below and 
prated with cover. 



Ail kiln-dried material should 
be kept exceptionally dry, prefera- 
bly in a warm ventilated place 
and never in the building under 
construction during the plaster- 
ing operations. 

Mos* steel and iron protiuc.s 
should be painted before delivery. 
. Excavations 

In many cases it will bs more 
economical to protect excavated 
areas by covering with straw, 
canvas, or other material that will 
serve as temporary insulation 
rather than to thaw out frozen 
ground later. Protect cellar exca- 
vations from run-off from adjoin- 
ing land. 

Concrete 

During cold weather sand and 
coarse aggregates should be heat- 
ed to a warm condition free from 
frost. Water should be heated, to 
about 150 degrees'. F. Never heat 
cement. 

For ordinary building construc- 
tion, the concrete should have a 
temperature above 70 degrees F., 
but not above 100 degrees F. when 
placed. 

Warm concrete should be placed 
promptly in dry, clean forms and- 
maintained at a temperature of 
50 degrees or higher for five days 
after placing. 

Care should be taken that all 

orm areas and exposed concrete 

surfaces are protected or Heated 

bM aia.ni,*iu the required tempera- 



ture throughout the mass of the 
concrete. Sxtos.d surfaces, should 
be kept moist during this period 
If concrete is poured on or in 
contact with the ground, the 
ground should be thawed and 
dried, if frozen, and protected 
against further freezing for at 
least five days. When thawing 
frozen ground upon which con. 
crete is to be placed, great care 
should be exercised to insure com- 
plete thawing to the bottom of 
the frozen ground, leaving no 
frozen material below thawed sur- 
faces. 

Antifreeze compounds are not 
recommerfded, although calcium 
chloride, in quantities not ex- 
ceeding two pounds per sack of 
cement, may be used as an acce- 
lerating admixture. Calcium 
chloride should be dissolved in the 
mixing water before placing in 
the batch. 

Forms should remain undisturb- 
ed until the concrete has attained 
sufficient strength to sustain its 
own weight in addition to any 
temporary or permanent load that 
may be placed upon it during the 
building of the structure. No slab 
or beam support should be re- 
moved in less than 21 days unless 
shoring has been placed prior to 
form removal.

United States 
Foreign Policy 

The foreign policy of the United 
States is treated in the light of 
the present European War in the 
new "United States Foreign Po- 
licy", a book of slightly more than 
a hundred pages, priced at less 
than a dollar, which has just been 
added to the popular "Reference 
8helf Series."

CRIMINAL NEGLIGENCE

The Nobel Prize situation this year at- 
tracted an unusual amount of attention be- 
cause there was no peace prize awarded. 
That, of course, was only natural, since war 
was blazing all around the prize-giving coun- 
try. 

Interest in the peace prize story, how- 
ever, unfortunately distracted attention from 
the other prizes. One of these pointed a 
very interesting moral. 

The award in question went to Professor 
Gerhard Domagk for his discovery of a cure 
for pneumonia, meningitis, and a number of 
other of man's most "difficult" diseases. 
And there was one particularly interesting 
fact about the situation which was more or 
less lost in the shuffle. It was the fact that 
the award was made to a man who conducted 
his researches, not with the aid of some uni- 
versity or hospital, but with the aid of in- 
dustry. 

Why is this important? 

The answer is not obscure. The import- 
ant point is the fact that the award recog- 
nizes a trend of the times: that in those 
nations which have advanced the farthest to- 
wards better living, industry has taken the 
lead in promoting industrial research. 

Because America has far and away led all 
the other countries of the world in this 
respect, and because it is prepared today to 
achieve further peacetime progress in the 
same direction, it is only natural that the 
Nobel Prize award to a leader of industrial 
research should have significance for all 
Americans.

Written In a simple narrative 
fashion to give the average lay. 
man a better understanding of 
parole and Its relation to the larg- 
er problems of crime prevention 
and criminal correction, Mr. La- 
Roe's book will doubtless do much 
more than that. It will very 
probably give many of its readers 
a feeling that they, along with 
the public generally, are being in. 
cflcted not unreasonably for some- 
thing approaching criminal indif- 
ference to the vital question of 
society's responsibility for its. Ir- 
responsible members. 

A lawyer by profession, actively 
participating In the civic life of 
Washington, the author was ap- 
pointed to the Board of Indeter- 
minate Sentence and Parole there 
when the District's prison pro- 
gram was under fire and public 
confidence in parole was at Its 
lowest. As chairman of the board 
he has done what Sanford Bates, 
a leading authority on penal mat. 
ters and until recently Director of 
the Federal Bureau of Prisons, 
has called a "courageous, intelli- 
gent and public-spirited job." 

How long, asks Mr. LaRoe. shall 
we continue the stupid policy of 
permitting first-offenders and 
hardened criminals to return to 
our communities without training 
and without any plan for their 
reintegration Into society. "The 
gates of our prisons will swing 
open tomorrow morning", he says, 
"and two hundred fourteen felons 
will be released. The same thing 
will happen every week-day until 
within a single year a veritable 
army of between 60.000 and 70,000 
criminals, most of them without 
parole, has been released into our 
midst . . . These felons who are 
released at the expiration of their 
sentences usually have no job, 
and often they have no "home", 
and. the author says, "we almost 
invite them to commit new crimes 
because the circumstances sur- 
rounding their release are such 
that they have no other way ojf^ 
gaining a livelihood . . . Released 
prisoners become 'repeaters' be- 
cause we make no intelligent plan 
for their return to the community. 
We simply open the gates and let 
them out."

Frank Murphy's appointment 
to the Supreme Court was fore- 
cast so confidently a month or 
more ago, that it comes as no sur- 
prise. This New Dealer comes 
from Michigan, the neighbor of 
Minnesota, whence hailed the late 
Justice Butler. And since the ef- 
fort is often made to have each 
major religious group represented 
on the court, as well as each ma- 
jor geographical division, the fact 
that the new justice Is a Catholic, 
as was Justice Butler, made his 
selection all the more inevitable.

A DECADE 



The thirties may be written ini 
to history as the greatest period 
yet experienced in the twentieth 
century, or it may be recorded in 
history as the era of confusion.

to workmen for building the car. done, it is impossible to evaluate 



the period. Suffice it to say that 
many of the lib of the decade 
were inherited from the preceding 
decade. False values had been 
built up, which crashed to earth 
in 1929, and it was with this great 
crash that the first business of 
the thirties was concerned. 

Loss of confidence was the un- 
dermining factor in the first few 
years of the thirties— a loss of 
confidence which has not yet been 
entirely restored. Business men 
lost confidence in themselves, em- 
ployees lost confidence in their 
employers, people generally had 
lost confidence and were confus- 
ed and bewildered. A great shake- 
up was necessary, and that came 
with the election of President 
Roosevelt, who has acted for six 
years on the basis of an emerg- 
ency. Whether an emergency ex- 
isted every time the President 
crid "Wolf" or not, is beside the 
question. The truth remains that 
this nation needed a shock treat- 
ment and it got it. The response 
was excellent, confidence was re- 
stored, business was beginning to 
pull itself out of the cellar, when 
the "smart young boy*s" began ex- 
perimenting in all kinds of legis- - 
lation, and Congress subservient 
to the will of the administration 
broke all records for appropriat- 
ing funds to carry out the pro- 
gram built on theory and deemed 
necessary because of emergency. 
This program has continued for 
six years. The country has been 
kept going, that is true, and fairly 
prosperous going, too. But balance 
that against the staggering bond- 
ed debt, now approaching 42 bil- 
lion dollars, a debt that has al- 
most trebled in six years. And the 
end is not yet. 

The decade has seen remark- 
able changes in the underlying 
character of people. A growing 
spirit of paternalism has reached 
enormous proportions. The sturdy 
pioneer spirit of the past, made 
up of individual thrift, Industry, 
honesty, and determination, has, 
slowly been replaced by a demand 
on the government for help. In- 
dividuals have lost their indepen- 
dence to a greater or lesser de- 
gree, and in a comparatively short 
space of time turn their eyes and 
attention to the great government 
Santa Claus instead of fighting 
their way out under their own 
steam. 

Political subdivisions have lost 
much of their Independence. 
Towns are continually holding 
their hats to the many bureaus 
of the Federal government for a 
hand-out here or a hand-out 
there. States have lost much Of 
their independence and vie with 
each other in raiding the federal 
treasury through the several bur- 
eaus set up for the purpose. Prac- 
tically every incorporated town- 
ship in this vast country can point 
to some improvement, the greater 
part of which was given by the 
federal spending program under 
the guise of priming the business 
pump or for some humanitarian 
purpose. \ 

States have acquiesced to federal 
dictation. For example, there are 
federal funds available for educa- 
tion, for road building, and for 
many other purposes which the 
State must match in order to par- 
ticipate. Invariably when this is 
done Federal control steps in to 
administer the entire fund. 

The old age pension legisla- 
tion was set up by the Federal 
government, which required tfm& 
States must pass parallel legistay 
tion, approved by the federal gov- 
ernment, in order to participate.

so far before? And, as the State 
government yields Its powers to 
the Federal government, It 
reaches back into the county and 
municipal governments for more 
power to offset that which it baa 
given up. State education, the 
curricula, the methods the text, 
books are prescribed and most of 
the expenses are paid by the 
State, to the end that local com- 
munities and counties, have but 
little left over which they have 
control. 

So, gradually, during the 
decade, individual Independence 
has been given up; counties are

subservient 
to the State and the whole is com- 
ing under the control of a strong 
Federal government. This decade 
will always be known for the 
growth of this trend. 

The thirties may yet be written 
by history as the great decade, 
but the trend has been entirely 
contrary to the principles winch 
built this nation from nothing to 
the strongest nation on earth in 
less than ISO years. In these days 
of complexities, it might be the 
best to acquiesce in giving up in- 
dividuality for easer living, bat 
we are wond eri ng Just what will 
happen when the reaction comes 
and demands are made for repay* 
ment for easy living. There Is 
something here to ponder and the 
decade which began this week 
may hold the answer. We hope to 
be here at its end, when it may be 
easier to evaluate the great dec- 
ade of the thirties.

The United States was founded 
as a free government as the re- 
sult of the faith of its founders 
that its people were intelligent 
enough to manage their own af- 
fairs. This idea is vehemently 
denied by such governments as 
those in Germany and Russia. 
These governments say that the 
people should hand over political 
decisions to a central authority 
which knows what to do better 
than any private citizen or group 
of citizens can. 

The success of democratic gov- 
ernment depends on whether 
people are moved by reason or by 
passion. The American citizen 
runs across some friend or poli- 
tical partisan who expresses viol- 
ent and unreasonable Ideas. Op- 
ponents are attacked on the 
ground, as alleged, that they are 
selfish, cruel or ignorant. It is 
very easy to stir the passions and 
prejudices of many people by such 
talk. 

The man who hears such things 
and Is more or less swayed by 
them, goes home and reads the 
newspapers. There he gets the 
real news of events, and the opi- 
nions of people who study gov- 
ernmental affairs. The news 
i events are usually reported with 
little bias. By reading different 
newspapers, the citizen hears all 
sides. By thus getting the real 
low down on events, and weighing 
the arguments of the various par- 
ties and leaders, he has an ex- 
cellent chance to form a good 
Judgment. Thus the American 
press makes the success of demo- 
cratic government possible. Peo- 
ple who read the newspapers re- 
gularly and are willing to weigh 
all opinions fairly, get from this 
source, the facts on which they 
can base a rational judgment. 

If our American newspapers 
could be printed for a few years 
in Germany or Russia, those gov- 
ernments would blow up like a 
boiler filled with pverheated steam 
which lacks a safety valve.

No Furnace Man 
Needed With 
Automatic Heating 



Automatic heating, -operating 
by remote control from thermos- 
tatic devices located in the living 
quarters, can be accomplished by 
equipping the old burner with 
automatic controls. Minimum 
controls are not excessive in cost, 
and the average home owner may 
bring' his heating plant up to date 
by installing this equipment. 

Basic automatis heating controls 
should consist of a thermostat to 
stabilize room temperature, a limit 
control to restrict the temperature 
of the furnace or boiler at a given 
point, a primary control to op- 
erate the burner in the case of 
oil or coal firing, and a valve in 
the case of gas heating. 

The chief advantages of auto- 
matic controls Is that they provide 
adequate, accurate, and dependa- 
ble regulation of temperatures 



and react to changes long before 
the human body is aware of 
change, 

yJ^Besides the basic controls, engi- 
neers have refined automatic 
heating to the point where many 
special devices have been perfect- 
ed to provide special services. 
Among these Is a unit which pro- 
vides stabilized heat. By means of 
its "accelerator" It senses tempe- 
rature changes before they occur 
and speeds up the heating system 
to meet them. This control liter- 
ally Irons out temperature fluc- 
tuations in any modern heating 
system by automatically adjusting 
the length and number of burner 
operations to supply heat In re- 
sponse to the changes in outside 
weather. 

Another new device automati- 
cally lowers the temperature at 
night and raises it In the morning 
at any given time before the home 
owner arises.

as many workers than were displaced by the machine age. 

'C* the highways millions of men and billions of dollars have 
been engaged far many years in the building and construction of 
roads, BrftBjM said streets. Where a million men lost their Jobs 
through the closing out of the activities of the horse-and-buggy and 
the blacksmith shop seven million have been employed in these co- 
partners of industry. Other great increases are found in all direc- 
tion^ of private industry, as the contributions of individual initiative. 

The statistics of the United States Government acquit private in- 
dustry from the political charge of decreasing employment. The very 
industries that have been on the rack, accused with trying to lay the 
yoke of monopoly on the backs of the people have persistently denied 
that they have reduced the number of jobs. As a matter of common 
knowledge they promise to make jobs for the 10 million or more un- 
employed, if the politicians will give them their rights to go ahead.

A BOARD THAT WILL GET A DRESSING 

The National Labor Relations Board is being thoroughly analyzed 
in the House of Representatives investigation. This is a whale of a 
Mg economic situation. By proceeding in a businesslike manner 
Chairman Smith, who represents the old George Washington Congres- 
sional district in the House of Representatives, is directing an ex- 
amination into the affairs of the Board. 

The testimony shows the prejudicial attitude of the Board against 
crafts and favor for industrial units. The American Federation of 
Labor has been one of the most severe critics of the Board and it 
has repeatedly accused partisanship favoring CIO. The recent cri- 
ticisms of the Board by John L. Lewis are regarded as strategical. 

The quarrels of the two great unions bring out a lot of facts to 
sustain AFofL's claims that it does not stand on an equal footing 
with its new and radical rival, the CIO. 

The purpose set forth in the legislation that created the Labor 
Board was to promote and secure recognition and authority for col- 
lective bargaining. Now, the workmen are being divided into two 
classes, one of which is a favorite, and the other claiming that it is 
discriminated against. 

Strangely enough the industrial employing classes that distribute 
•jnlllions of jobs to workers appear to have been left out, and this 
great interested third-party seems rather helpless, inasmuch as the 
Labor Board apparently ranks them in third place. While industry 
remains on the spot the economic progress of the country is bound 
to be slowed down. 

The upshot of the Congressional investigation will force new la- 
bor legislation. Congresricannot continue to dodge responsibility for 
•mending the labor laws so that they will be fair to the public and 
to all units that are grouped in union labor membership. Nor can 
other working people, whether they belong to any union or not, be 
denied their inherent rights. Naturally the law must be fair .to the 
public, employers and all concerned.

Subsidies to agriculture are estimated to have been at the rate 
of about 225 million dollars annually.

Probably the chief difficulty, in 
indoor shots, is that your subject 
likes to crawl about — and thus gets 
away from the spot illuminated by 
your photo lights. There are two 
simple solutions for this. Either 
give the baby a toy to amuse him 
and help him "stay put," or else 
place him where bis movements are 
restricted. For example, in the crib 
or play pen. 

Here is a simple routine which 
will help you get better baby pic- 
tures indoors. First, load the cam- 
era with high speed film. Pick a 
suitable spot for the pictures, and 
arrange your photo lights for a soft, 
diffused lighting, with no harsh 
shadows. A No. 1 and a No. 2 
"flood" bulb in cardboard reflectors, 
four feet from the subject, are cor- 
rect for box-camera snapshots on 
high speed 111m. 

Turn on the lights before you 
place the baby. Put him in posi- 
tion—give him a bright-colored toy 
or one that makes a noise — and 
start shooting. Wind the film im- 
mediately after each shot, so ss to 
be ready for the next pose or 
change of expression. A whole 
series of good pictures can be 



within that time. Five minutes it 
long enough for the average ses- 
sion of baby pictures. 

A fast camera ia an advantage 
in taking these pictures. Use a 
shutter speed of 1/50 second, with 
f/8 lens opening, or 1/100 second 
at f/6.3 — and you are more sure 
of a sharp picture, even if the 
baby moves slightly at the moment 
of exposure. 

With a fast lens, you can also 
take indoor pictures by daylight or 
sunlight coming through a window. 
The baby picture above was taken 
in that manner. An f/6.3 or f/4.5 
lens Is fast enough, if you use high 
speed film and a 1/25 second shut- 
ter speed. In the picture above, the 
bedspread acts as a reflector, 
throwing light Into the shadows. 
This is desirable, as there should 
be no harsh, black shadows in a 
baby picture. 

Every parent should have a fall 
album of baby pictures, tracing the 
child's growth. The more of these 
pictures you take, the easier It is to 
take them, because you gals a bit 
of experience with each shot. And j 
a complete record of the baby's 
early life — especially that first year 
— is a precious thing . . . one that 
yoa will always treasure.

en rallied to meet the emergency. 
of how temporary communication 
with Danville and the outside 
world was quickly reestablished, 
and of how a complete new temp- 
orary system was put in service a 
little more than forty-eight hours 
after the interruption began, is 
one of the most dramatic episodes 
in Virginia telephone history. 

While the fire was still raging 
preparations for the reestablish- 
ment of service began. Two emer- 
gency telephones were installed in 
the Chatham hotel, connected 
with Danville by means of long 
distance lines, and restoring com- 
munication with the outside 
world. District and company 
headquarters quickly got on the 
Job, arranging to send in trained 
men, needed material, and exper- 
ienced operators. 

A hurry call was made to the 
Kearny, New Jersey plant of the 
Western Electric Company, sup- 
pliers for the Bell System. It was 
Sunday morning, the day before 
Christmas, and the plant was 
closed, but men were summoned, 
the plant opened, and a switch- 
board was speeding south in a 
few hours. 

Meanwhile at Chatham two op- 
erators with the help of a mes- 
senger and two taxicabs were 
keeping long distance messages 
flowing in and out of the town, 
and through their efforts not a 
single long distance call went un- 
completed during the emergency. 
Engineers worked to assemble all 
the necessary generating appara- 
tus, ringing machinery, distribut- 
ing frames, wire, cable and mis- 
cellaneous apparatus which, to- 
gether with switchboards, make 
up a telephone central office. A 
vacant building was procured and 
splicers went to work bringing the 
telephone cables into the new 
location. 

Christmas Eve came, usually a 
time of peace and quiet, but on 
this one there was work to do, 
and through the night it went on. 
Christmas morning the switch-

Q.-When plaster work is to be 
done during cold weather with 
day temperatures below -40 degrees 
P., what precautions should be 
used to insure a satisfactory job? 

A. The sand and water should 
be heated to 140 degrees to 175 
degrees P. and the temperature 
of the room kept at approximate- 
ly 70 degrees. Location of tempo- 
rary heaters should be such that 
concentration of heat on small 
areas of the walls and ceilings is 
avoided. Heat should be maintain- 

I'ed until the plaster is thoroughly 
dry and ventilation provided so 
(that the moisture wiH be carried 
out of the building through door 
| and window openings and not 
driven into the walls over which 
the plaster is applied. Avoid forc- 
ing moisture-laden air into the 
attic. If the walls are insulated, 
defer installation of ceiling in- 
sulation until after the plaster is 
dry.

Q. What is considered good con- 
struction practice for framing 
around chimneys? 
A. All wood framing members

with the chimney only when 8 
inches of masonry is used outside 
the flue lining. Wood framing 
members should never bear on the 
masonry of chimneys except on 
piers built integral with the 
chimney.

A. When masonry veneer is used 
be applied to frame walls. 

A. When masonry veneer is 
used in connection with wood- 
frame walls, the veneer should be 
anchored to the wood frame with 
non-corrodible metal ties. These 
ties, which are laid in the mason- 
ry mortar Joints, should be spaced 
15 inches vertically and not to 
exceed 32 inches horizontally. 
Provide a 1-inch air space be- 
tween the masonry and the wood 
construction, and apply a water- 
proof building paper or a saturat- 
ed asphalt felt to the outside face 
of the wall studs or over the 
sheathing, if sheathing is used. 
The paper or felt should extend 
down and under the bottom 
course x)f the veneer.

Further Aids 
In Winter Work 
Issued By FHA 

Following the prediction of Fed- 
eral Housing Administrator Stew- 
art McDonald that the current 
Winter season would be one of 
continuous operation for the home 
construction industry, the FHA's 
Technical Division has issued 
additional suggestions to guide 
builders who work where low 
temperatures prevail. 

These precautions concern the 
use in construction of briok, stone, 
tile, concrete blocks, plaster, and 
stucco. 

Brick, Stone, Tile, and Blocks 

Dry, clean, pervious brick com- 
monly gives better results in cold 
weather than impervious brick, 
fore using. Too much lime in pro- 
portion to cement should be 
avoided as it increases the time 
required for hardening. In gener- 
al, only enough lime to make the 
mortar workable should be used. 

For temperatures below 40 de- 
grees F., brick, water, and sand 
should be heated, the water to 
about 165 degrees F. and the mor- 
tar to about 60 degrees F. when 
Drick should not be moistened be- 
.the bricks are laid. 

New brickwork should be pro- 
tected from freezing for a mini- 



mum of 48 hours. 

In general, Winter precautions 
and treatment as stated for brick- 
work likewise apply to stone, 
structural clay products, and con- 
crete blocks. 

Plaster and Stucco 

Warm sand and heat water to 
about 140 to 175 degrees F. 

Artificial heat should not be 
used at too high temperatures, 
and heat should not be concen- 
trated on certain areas of walls 
or ceilings. Temperatures of rooms 
should be maintained preferably 
at approximately 70 degrees F„ at 
which temperature the plaster will 
be fairly dry in 48 hours. At 50 to 
60 degrees F. at least four days 
are required for the initial mois- 
ture to be evaporated. Maintain 
heat in the building until* the 
plaster is thoroughly dry. 

Sufficient ventilation should be 
provided in drying plaster so the 
moisture will be carried out of a 
building and not driven into the 
walls over which the plaster is ap- 
plied. 

Avoid forcing moisture-laden 
air into attic. 



When walls are insulated, omit 
the installation of ceiling insula- 
tion until after the plaster is 
licroughly dry. 

Exterior stucco should be apt- 
plied only when properly protect- 
ed from freezing. This can be done 
by surrounding the work with 
scaffolding covered with canvas or 
other suitable enclosure. The en- 
closure may be heated with sala- 
manders so placed that they will 
not concentrate the heat on limit- 
ed areas. 

When using salamanders care 
should be exercised to avoid 
smoke and fumes and the placing 
of them in close proximity to 
scaffolding or walls.

Foreclosure's 
Reach New Low 
For 12 Years 

Non farm real estate foreclo- 
sures have reached a 12-year low, 
Ing payments on their mortgages 
with American home owners set- 
ting a higher standard in meet- 
ng payments on their mortgages 
than was true even in the pros- 
perous years of 1927 to 1930, of- 
ficials of the Federal Home Loan 
Bank Board declare. 

The 7,374 foreclosures in Octo- 
ber were below the figure for the 
average month for any of the 
last 12 years. This was a decrease 
of 953 from September and 1.- 
227 from October last year, ac- 
cording to the Board's Division 
of Research and Statistics^ An 
estimated 85 per cent of the fore- 
closures are on homes, the rest 
■jmnercia] properties. 
The 89,727 foreclosures to the 






first 10 months of this year were 
10.5 per cent under the same 
period of 1938 and established a 
new low January-October record 
for the last nine years. The 
Board's figures cover foreclosures 
by all types of home-mortgage in- 
stitutions. 

The improvement is attributed 
to increased employment, as well 
as lower interest rates and long- 
term amortized loans popularized 
by the HOLC, the FHA, and the 
Home Loan Bank system,

After considerable thought 
study Town Attorney, W. R. 
burn, presented a proposal to tbt

This proved to be somewhat fi- 
nancially damaging to the locali- 
ties. Prom the real estal 
assessment on properties 
the Town of Virginia Beach 
cents on the hundred dollars of 
assessment has been going to the 
County. This amount is to defray 
the Town's expense for its parti- 
cipation in the County govern- 
mental offices. Under these con- 
ditions Virginia Beach has been

After a careful analysis by Mr.

WHY NOT TRY? 

The audit of the County Treasurer's books 
for last year, which was recently completed, 
disclosed, according to a statement released 
try the Treasurer, that the County had lived 
well within its income. This audit not only 
disclosed that the County had lived within 
its income but that it had materially added to 
lis already accumulated surplus, whch ac- 
cording to the figures released now aggre- 
gates around $180,000. This in conjunction 
with the outstanding unpaid taxes, the ma- 
jor portion of which are undoubtedly collect- 
able, indicates a rather healthy financial con- 
dition, in spite of heavy bonded indebtness 
of some of the Districts. 

The completed audit of the financial con- 
ditions for the Town of Virginia Beach for 
the same period was released almost at the 
same time. An analysis of this audit shows 
that the Town had lived within its budget 
last year but that the anticipated revenues 
had fallen short of expectations so that there 
was an actual cash deficit for the year's op- 
erations. 

It will be remembered that the Town was 
operated last year on a strictly economy 
basis — salaries were cut and expenditures 
curtailed — largely in accordance with pre- 
election promises and further in the effort 
towards a balanced budget. 

Little or no optimism is held out for a 
better condition at the end of the current 
year. Salaries, generally, have been sub- 
stantially raised. Expenditures are being 
made when no provisions have been made 
for them in the budget. The floating debt 
has been increased. The anticipated cash 
revenues will in all probability fall shorter 
this year by virtue of the fact that outstand- 
ing immatured obligations have been accept- 
ed in lieu of taxes. The bonding limit of the 
Town has long since been reached. 

It had been hoped that there might be a 
possibility of incorporating the Town into a 
city of the second class with its present pop- 
ulation plus the anticipated annexation of 
the North Virginia Beach area, which an- 
nexation now seems feasible and also 
possible, but the recent census, taken by the 
police department, fell far short of expecta- 
tion which eliminates any hope. 

All of these elements have thrown a very 
black cloud over the financial horizon of the 
Town. It is said, however, that every cloud 
has a silver lining and a salvation may still 
be found. 

The County collects a portion of the tax 
paid on all the real estate located within the 
Town limits (fifty cents per hundred of 
assessed values). This portion is supposed 
to defray the Town's proportionate part of 
the expense of the Judiciary, the Clerk's 
office, the Commissioner of Revenue's office 
and school supervision, all of which is main- 
tained by the County and the benefits of 
which the Town participates in. But this 
proportionate part collected by the County 
for these purposes is in excess by about $15,- 
000 of the Town's proportionate share of the 
actual expenses. In other words approxi- 
mately $16,000, ot tax money is going out of 
the Town to aid in enriching the coffers of 
the County, Little wonder that the County 
shows a surplus and the Town a deficit. 

It is generally thought that in order for a 
community to become weaned from the 
County in which it is located it must become 
a city of the second class, the retirement of 
which being a population of at least 5,000 
persons. This is partially true but it is not 
believed to be entirely so. Apparently there 
is no inhibition in the State Constitution 
which would prevent the absolute divorcing 
of all tax collections on properties within the 
Town from the County by specific legishw 
tion. By this general statement it is meant 
that by special legislation it is possible to 
attend or procure a new charter for the 
Town of Virginia Beach under which all 
taxes assessed on real estate located within 
the corporate limits be paid directly into the 
*IWn treasury 



some loss of revenue— a means by which it 
has been assisted in creating a cash sur- 
plus — but at the same time it would be a 
means of assisting the Town to get out of 
the red and retiring its floating debt, which 
would indirectly benefit the County, and 
partially offset the loss of revenues. 

The Town of Virginia Beach is a most uni- 
que Town in that with a permenant popula- 
tion of only 2,500 people it is faced with the 
problem of providing facilities to accommo- 
date a part time populace of upward to 40,- 
000. Whereas the major portion of the sup- 
port of its inhabitants comes from this part 
time influx of peoples it is nevertheless a 
considerable strain on the Town to maintain 
the necessary facilities to accommodate this 
large number of sojourners. 

The legislature is now in session. An 
emergency bill could probably be passed 
without difficulty as it is purely a local 
matter. It could then be brought before the 
electorate of the Town at the same time of 
councilmanic election in June. It would not 
be of serious detriment to the County but on 
the other hand it would be of material bene- 
fit in bridging that financial gap in the Town 
budget. Other townships have done it. Why 
,not try it?

We are definitely and emphatically op- 
posed to the operation of the so-called slot 
machines and other open petty gambling as 
has been at times in the past conducted in 
and around Virginia Beach. Knowing that 
the Town is essentially a playground and 
as such the vast majority of its inhabitants 
depend on the visiting public for a livilihood, 
we have advocated a legalized controlled 
gambling, such as a pari-mutuel betting 
system at a dog track and horse track. We 
have advocated it because we believe that 
this added attraction would bring about the 
extension of the visiting season at the Beach 
to at least six months out of the year over 
our present three months. We also believe 
it would greatly deter any further efforts 
towards the conducting of open boardwalk 
gambling such as has been operated in the 
past. We believe that in any strictly amuse- 
ment community there is going to be gambl- 
ing in some form, legal or illegal and it is far 
better to have legal and controlled gambling 
than to have it illegal and uncontrolled. 

We know nothing of a letter from a high 
court official addressed to the enforcement 
officers of the County or Town stating that 
"this class of amusement was to go and if 
any were found operating in the County or 
Town, the officer patrolling that particular 
section would lose his job." We do know 
that there were certain activities emanating 
from the County which Virginia Beach was 
branded as a gambling center. We do know 
that Chief Dodson has used every effort to 
eliminate gambling in any form in the Town 
and has been largely successful. We do 
know, in spite of our reader's allegations that 
we are misinformed, that mechanically op- 
erated gambling equipment is being widely 
and openly used throughout the County. 

Our reader calls upon us to name the 
locations of such operations. The functions 
of the press are not to act as stool pigeons for 
the police, it is suffice that it points out 
that such operations are going on and it is 
then the job of the law enforcement officers 
to seek out the offenders. In addition to point- 
ing out that these operations are being open- 
ly conducted in the County, we would like to 
know why they are so permitted to operate 
when so much energy has been expended in 
seeing that like operations be suspendd with- 
in th Town. We reiterate that our only solu- 
tion is that the boys in the Town do not speak 
the language of the tribe.

We are afraid that he is uninformed. Ap- 
parently, he spends his days in Norfolk and 
his evenings languishing among the whisper- 
ing pine, on the west side of Town now free 
from the yelps of racing hound and far from 
the tinkling coin as it passes into the purse 
of the one-arm bandit.

Power con- 
sumption may run from 0.8 to 8 
kilowatt-hours each wash day or, at 
the five-cent rate, from three to ton 
cents, with the average approaching 
the lower figure.

A guide for assessors of urban 
property who wish to lessen the 
"guess" element in assessing by 
adopting a standardized system of 
C {appraisal was issued by the Na- 
tional Association of Assessing Of- 
ficers today. 

The study, entitled "Urban 
Land Appraisal," is a detailed 
outline of the practices and tech- 
niques which have been developed 
over a long period by progressive 
assessing officers, the association 
said. 

Urban land, it was pointed out, 
represents a highly important 
part of the tax base. In New York 
City, for example, land, exclusive 
of improvements, bears 5 per 
cent of all property taxes. In 
Chicago, the percentage Is 32. In 
smaller cities, the proportion is 
found to be less, as a rule, but it 
is substantial. 
— City property is especially dif. 



familiarize all assessing officers 
with the most advanced technique 
used today. Most of the standard 
rules or "yardsticks" used in the 
measurement of urban land 
values are described in detail. It 
is pointed out that the use of a 
set of standard rules, which can 
be applied alike by both assessors 
and taxpayers, is the most effec- 
tive guarantee cif uniform and 
impartial appraisals that has yet 
been discovered. 

Although all assessors use the 
so-called comparative method of 
appraising land — comparing one 
lot whose value is known with a 
lot of unknown value having 
similar characteristics — frequent- 
ly they do not consciously follow 
any rules, the Association said. If 
they would adopt standardized 
procedure, according to the Asso- 
ciation, they could increase the 
probability of accurate appraisals. 
Standardized methods can also 
be more quickly applied than non- 
standardized appraisal procedures.

Create Diamond 
Terrapin Industry 

The Commission of Fisheries 
has requested the U. S. Bureau of 
Fisheries biological laboratory at 
Beaufort, N. C. to double the al- 
lotment of 2,000 young diamond- 
back terrapin which Virginia re- 
ceived last year. 

Commissioner G. Walter Mapp, 
in a letter to Dr. H. ?.

Hints For Home 
Owners 



Farmers in Princess Anne Coun- 
ty may now obtain ground lime- 
stone as a grant of aid under the 
1940 Agricultural Conservation 
program, a convenient arrange- 
ment that may aid many produc- 
ers to earning their maximum 
soil-building allowances with a 
minimum outlay of cash, says P. 
H. DeHart. former V. P. I. agron- 
omist and now senior state AAA 
field officer. 

Requests for lime should be 
made at the county agricultural 
conservation association office, 
where farmers may obtain de- 
tailed information regarding the 
credit allowed for the use of tone 
toward earning the full soil-build- 
ing allowance set up for their 
farms. 

A deduction of $2.05 for each 
ton of limestone obtained will be 
made from the 1940 conservation 
payments of Princess Anne Coun- 
ty farmers. This deduction will 
pay the cost and the freight 
charges on the lime delivered to 
designated railway points to the 
county. 

Available to Virginia farmers 
in 1939 for the first time as a 
grant of aid under the AAA pro- 
gram, approximately 63,000 tons 
of tone were used to 59 counties. 
Efforts are being made to extend 
the grant of aid feature to prac- 
tically all counties of the state for 
1940 and the use of lime is expect- 
ed to increase considerably over 
last year. 

Agronomists say that conserva- 
tive estimates reveal that Virginia 
farmers should each year use 1,- 
500,000 tons of ground limestone, 
or its equivalent, to maintain a 
soil reaction favorable to econ- 
omical crop production. Less than 
one-third of this amount was 
used to 1939, which is evidence 
that the use of lime should be a 
(major soil-building practice for 
1940. says Mr. DeHart. The esti- 
mated annual tonnage of lime 
that should be applied in Princess 
Anne County is approximately 
10,015 tons of ground limestone, 
or Its equivalent, based upon the 
application of one ton every six 
years on cropland and every 15 
years on pasture land, according 
to agronomists. 

Credit is given in the soil-build- 
ing program for the application 
of lime to an approved practice, 
whether it is obtained as a grant 
of aid or purchased locally. How- 
ever, the grant of aid feature 
often makes it possible for farm- 
ers to obtain lime, and also triple 
superphosphate, that they might 
not otherwise obtain because of 
the lack of available cash to pur- 
chase the material, Mr. DeHart 
said.

It took a war in Europe to draw the attention of the American 
public to a unique and dramatic phase of modern Industry— the im- 
portance of the diamond in the manufacture of war materials. 

To the average person the diamond was an expensive stone of 
untying brilliant fire to be placed in a ring, a bracelet, clip or other 
Jewelry. Then we began to hear such unfamiliar terms as boart, 
carborundum and tungsten carbide associated with the gems. It was 
even more puzzling to the uninitiated to be informed that diamonds 
were highly necessary In the manufacture of war materials— in the 
construction of airplanes, submarines, ships of the line and war tanks. 

But the fact is, as representatives of De Beers Consolidated Mines, 

Ltd., of Kimberley, South Africa, have pointed out, all the diamonds 

mined are by no means used for Jewelry. Indeed, 78 per cent of the 

4^fiamonds imported by this country are used industrially* They are 

applied to the truing of grinding wheels, shaping the hard surface 

•of emery and turning machine parts of all kinds. The Ford Motor 

> Company, for instance, uses more than 1,000 diamonds a year for this 

.purpose. Aluminum alloy pistons, and other such parts, can be trued 

on a lathe with a diamond-pointed tool, to measurements varying less 

than one ten-thousandth of an Inch from standard. 

Another important use is in drawing wire. Diamonds with holes 
in them are fitted into oil nozzles, to be used In the furnaces of our 
homes and factories. For sawing and drilling building stone, the dia- 
mond is invaluable. When you visit a modern stoneyard, you can 
.see giant steel saws, their teeth studded with hundreds of diamonds, 
whizzing around and cutting the hard, massive blocks like so much 
cheese. A saw blade seven feet in diameter has more than a thous- 
and diamonds embedded in its teeth. -_^ 

The glass cutter finds diamond-pointed tools the best for his work 
and thousands of carats are bought yearly for this everyday task. 
.Other industrial uses of diamonds are legion: they are used to phono- 
graph needles, in optical and dental drills, for knife-edges in deli- 
cate scales, in tools for artistic etching on metal, to hardness-testing 
machines, as dies for extruding the lead to pencils, and for turning 
ivory, hardwood and bakelite into such things as billiard balls, bowling 
balls and door-knobs. 

Those who, with romantic impulses, sigh that the most romantic 
Ifcgems should thus be diverted to prosaic industry, really should not 
be alarmed. For no diamonds that go to industry are suitable for 
cutting into the gem stones that go into rings and other jewelry.

THE SOUTH DISSENTS 

It is because the South has unusual climatic advantages that we 
find thousands of people traveling to that direction to enjoy the Win- 
ter weather. Who is there who would not' be glad to spend a few 
weeks at this time of the year to Florida, California and the South 
and Southwest? But vacations are not the only thing to life. 

Latest dispatches from Georgia are to the effect that the delega- 
tion from that State to the next Democratic convention is likely to 
be joined by delegations from Arkansas, Louisiana and perhaps sev- 
eral other Southern States, who will bring the issue of freight rate 
parity discussions before the Democratic National Convention and 
thereby gain national support for great reductions. 

The Southern Governors' Conference secured a favorable decision 
from the Interstate Commerce Commission several weeks ago when 
rate reductions of from 5 to 35 per cent were ordered on a dozen 
southern commodities. 

The South makes a very convincing case to pro^f of the claim 
that it is cheaper to live to that section than in the East and the 
North. But the West and Southwest are not subjected to such a chal- 
lenge by the South. 

The South also claims the right to establish lower wages and it 
locks horns with the Federal Government on the wage-hour law. 

On the face of conditions it seems unfair to the South to turn 
all of its objections and appeals for special treatment simply

every part of the country, despite the fact that they have diff er- 
ses of interest and natural ad vanta ges.

Low Location 
Of Thermostat 
Is Suggested 

In homes where the furnace is 
controlled by an automatic ther. 
mostat, it may be found to be 
more comfortable if the thermo- 
stat is put at a low position on 
the living-room wall, about 30 
inches off the floor, instead of at 
he usual fivefoot height. 

With gas or oil-fired furnaces 
this idea works particularly well 
•since the heat supply to these, is 
cut off promptly when the room 
..m^erature goes up enouga to 
put the thermostat to work, and 
.he house may get uncomfortably 
co;I before the heat is turned on 
again and builds up to the cczn- 
foi : point. 

On the other hand, even when 
a coal fire is shut down the fuel 
bed continues to send up a certain

Salvage Near End 
After Tears' Work 



FHA URGES CARE USED 

IN WINTER WOODWORK 

In handling millwork in Winter 
construction, the Federal Housing 
Administration Technical Division 
recommends that masonry floors 
and walls be as dry as possible 
before installing finished flooring 
and interior woodwork. The plas- 
ter should be dry so that the lime 
fumes will not penetrate and pos- 
sibly stain the wood. 

The tops and bottoms of wood 
doors and sash should be painted 
to prevent moisture absorption.

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The largest timber-salvaging Job 
on record Is now nearly completed 

During the freak tropical hurri- 
cane which hit New England In 
September 1W8 more than two 
billion board feet of timber were 
blown down, enough to circle the 
earth five times with a boardwalk 
three feet wide. The Job of sal- 
vaging the timber has been fi- 
nanced by the Disaster Loan Cor- 
poration and has been aided by 
other Government organizations. 

Altogether $11,314,450 for sal- 
vaging timber to New England has 
been advanced by the Disaster 
Loan Corporation to the Federal 
Surplus Commodities Corporation, 
which In turn made the necessary 
loans in local areas. 

This money is entirely apart 
from the $2,894,412 lent by the 
Disaster Loan Corporation to 
more than 1400 individual bar- 
rowers in the New England bur, 
ricane area for repairing or re- 
building. 

Numerous problems faced the 
Disaster Loan Corporation in un- 
dertaking the tremendous task of 
salvaging the timber. In order to 
protect owners from complete 
loss, the trees had to be cut Into 
logs. The logs had to be hauled 
to ponds for storage and later 
graded, classified, and processed 
for sale. Portable sawmills had to 
be set up in various areas since 
existing mills did not have suffi. 
cient capacity. 

Whole states had to be protect- 
ed from fire hazard. Arrange- 
ments for fire protection were 
made with the Work Projects 
Administration and Civilian Con- 
servation Corps camps in the 
areas affected. These agencies 
worked through the United States 
Forest Service. 

The Disaster Loan Corporation, 
established to 1937, is empower- 
ed to make loans to relieve condi- 
tions following hurricanes, earth- 
quakes, and other catastrophes. 
It has an authorized capital of 
$40,000,000, of which $22,000,- 
000 has been paid up by the RFC. 
Rapid Progress Reported 

The Corporation reports rapid 
progress to the salvaging opera- 
tion. Up to December more than 
613,000,000 feet in scale logs had 
been turned over to theNortheast 
Timber Salvage Association, 
established in the six New Eng- 
land States, which is handling 
actual salvage operations. Timb- 
er sawed totaled $264,527,000 feet, 
with 92 sawmills to operation. 

At the peak of employment, the 
work being carried out involved 
1,100 scalers, 359 graders, and 609 
administrative employees. In ad- 
dition, between 20,000 and 25,000 
WPA and CCC workers have 
been engaged in checking fire 
hazard. 

When the operation has been 
completed New England will have 
been saved millions of dollars. In- 
dividual log owners are being en- 
abled to deliver their logs to ponds 
for scaling and to finance salvag- 
ing of their timber without a seri- 
ous drain on cash resources. 

Timber owners, furthermore, 
benefit from .protection of the 
lumber market afforded by the 
salvaging program. One object of 
the preset* program is the orderly 
marketing A all the lumber to 
protect owners from losses caus- 
ed by price disruptions.

of balanced menus and conforming' 
with meticulous detail to your doe- 
tor's prescription. 

If s no task at aU to serve these?, 
foods to your baby either. The" 
soups, ve g etables and creamy foods* 
are best served warm. Just spoon 
them into a saucepan or double 
boiler and heat without boiling. 
Always avoid boiling to preserve 
the fine flavor and conserve the 
greatest possible percentage of 
vitamin content. The desserts are 
most delightful served just as they 
come from the tin with a little 
topping of cream or milk, but for 
a very young baby you may be ad- 
vised to warm mem a bit It's 
simple any way you do it— and 
you'll have the very finest kind of 
food for your baby. 

If your baby has become so used 
to the smoother quality of strained 
foods that he rebels a bit over this 
new texture, Just try mixing a 
small amount of one of the junior 
foods with a strained food of the 
same flavor, and feed your baby 
this combination until he likes the 
feel of the coarser particles. After 
this you can gradually cut down on 
the proportions of strained foods 
added until the baby is taking 
straight junior foods with relish 
and satisfaction. 

You'll find all these foods thrift- 
ily packed in 6^-ounce tins— * 
enough for several servings at first. 
So until the baby's appetite de- 
velops greater capacity, plan to 
hold the food over until another 
meal by placing it in a sterile jar 
or covering the tin, and tucking in 
a well chilled refrigerator.

It consists of hot rice and hard 
cooked eggs with a diced ham -in 
chicken-asparagus sauce to go over 
them.

Sprinkle the gelatine on the cold 
water and let It soften. Strain the 
chicken soup and heat It In the 
upper part of the double boiler. 
Then pnt the rice, chicken and 
celery from the soup and the 
chicken through the food chopper, 
using the. fine blade. Beat the egg 
yolk and add the hot soap to It, 
then cook until slightly thickened 
In the double boiler. Pour the hot 
mixture over the gelatine and stir 
until dissolved. Cool and when It 
begins to congeal, fold la the 
ground chicken and rice, lemon 
Juice, seasonings, beaten egg white 
and whipped cream. Pour mixture 
on jellied cranberry layer and let 
stand In refr ig erator until -firm.

However, it is cus- 
tomary to pay 20 per cent of the 
total fee at the time the architect 
completes the preliminary sket- 
ches, 40 per cent upon completion 
of the working drawings and 
specifications, and the remaining 
40 per cent as the certificates of 
payment are issued.

Q. What proportions of mate- 
rials should be used in mixing 
mortar? 

A. For all masonry work below 
grade, the mortar mixture should 
not be leaner than 1 part port- 
land cement and 3 parts sand. 
Lime may be added to increase 
the workabiltiy of the mixture but 
should not exceed 15 per cent of 
the cement. For all other masonry 
work use a mix not leaner than 1 
part Portland cement. 1 part lime 
putty, parts sand. Measurement 
of the materials should be by vol- 
ume. There are also good pre- 
pared mortars. These should be 
mixed in accordance with the 
manufacturer's directions.

The height of ceilings in the 
home is not merely a matter of 
taste but a problem which in- 
volves the important factors of 
heating and ventilation. 

In homes built during the Vic- 
torian period, rooms usually had 
elevations of 10 or 12 feet. These 
extreme heights were thought to 
aid in keeping the rooms cool dur- 
ing warm weather. Actually, un- 
less the warm air was pro:>crly 

rried off, it only served to in- 
bse the temperatures by stor- 
ing up masses of warm air Any 
sensation of coolness noted was 
due to the mental reaction of the 
residents. Most experts now a^vee 
that any space more than 12 
inches above the heads of wind- 
ows, unless ventilated thoroughly, 
is of no value in cooling the room. 

The modern trend is toward 
lower ceiling heights and n-!e- 
QUate ventilation. When this prin- 
ciple of planning is followed there 
is a saving in construction costs 
without loss of livability. A'so, 
because the area of the re ns 
with lower ceilings is less than 
that of those with greater eleva- 
tions, heating costs are less.

surance of a mortgage. 

Determination of several of the 
requirements of the National 
Housing Act calls for careful use 
of the mortgage risk-rating sys- 
tem.

The Virginia legislature which 
convened Wednesday in Rich- 
mond will be asked to amend the 
fisheries laws of Virginia in ac- 
cordance with an agreement 
reached Monday by representa- 
tives of the fisheries commissions 
of Virginia. North Carolina, and 
Maryland, meeting with experts 
of the United States Bureau of 
Fisheries at Washington. 

"Virginia will be the first called 
upon to act, subject to the ratifi- 
cation and the passage of similar 
legislation in 1941' by the States 
of Maryland and North Carolina." 
Commissioner O. Walter Mapp 
said, pointing out that the Old 
Dominion's legislature convenes in 
"even" years, while the two ad- 
joining States meet in "odd" 
years. 

Laws will be sought to protect 
sponge crabs, conserve the shad 
supply, prohibit the wholesale 
destruction of undersized fish 
caught in pound nets, standardize 
the legal saleable size of fish in 
the three states, and to make the 
legal height of bushel oyster tubs

THE A. B. C. TAX 



Some twenty odd years ago the Eighteenth 
Amendment was written into the Federal 
Constitution. This Amendment and the sta- 
tutory laws enacted appertinent thereto pro- 
hibited the manufacture, transportation, 
sale and use of any and all alcoholic bever- 
ages except in limited quantities under 
strict regulations for medicinal purposes. 
As a result of these prohibitions on the 
manufacture and sale of alcoholic bever- 
ages there shortly developed a new industry 
throughout the Country, which industry was 
commonly known as "bootlegging". The 
temperament of the American peoples ap- 
parently seems to be so constituted that 
when it is said "thou shall not", the answer 
is, "I will". In any event the nation went 
on a drinking rampage. The new industry 
became so lucrative that erstwhile respect- 
able and law abiding citizens started partici- 
pating in it. The ways and means of con- 
verting almost any form of vegetable matter 
into alcohol soon became a thing of common 
knowledge. The cost of production as well 
as retail prices soon dropped to a very low 
level. 

Millions of dollars were spent in efforts to 
enforce the laws — the penitentiaries and 
jails were filled — all for the purposes of at- 
tempting to control liquor traffic but it was 
all in vain. More persons entered into this 
new illegal industry; greater became the 
production and lower the price. It was final- 
ly recognized that this method of controlling 
the liquor traffic was a failure and the so- 
called prohibition amendment was removed 
from the constitution and laws relevant 
thereto from the statute books of most of the 
states. A new method was adopted — a 
legalized but controlled method of dispens- 
ing alcoholic beverages was adopted. 

At first this new privilege was undoubt- 
edly greatly abused by the populace but the 
condition is now beginning to .adjust itself. 
It has been, however, effective in the elimi- 
nation of the bootlegger but this new found 
industry, participated in by so many, died 
hard. It has been constantly fighting for a 
revival and in a degree has been partly re- 
juvenated. Rejuvenated not on as an exten- 
sive scale nor as profitable one as during 
Erohibition days but with the general 
nowledge of methods of production and the 
low cost thereof, it is gradually creaping 
back into being. 

The liquor laws, both in the absolute pro- 
hibition of the use and now under the dis- 
pensary system, were enacted in efforts to 
control the traffic and the use of the com- 
modity, if it can be classed as such. But 
unfortunately it has slipped into the class of 
being a large governmental revenue produc- 
tion enterprise. This was never the intent 
nor the objective of the dispensary system. 
Those who have been in control have en- 
deavored to regulate prices so that they 
would be high enough to discourage exces- 
sive buying by the poorer classes but at the 
same time low enough to make bootlegging 
unprofitable. This attempted medium has 
V?t worked altogether successful. The 
prices have not been high enough to make 
.the purchasing prohibitive nor low enough 
to put the bootlegger out of business but 
they have been high enouyh to make it a 
rather lucretive business for the State. In 
fact so lucretive has it become that the Gov- 
ernor is now looking at it with a coveting 
eye, suggesting that the tax be increased in 
order to take care of the deficits such as 
arose last year. 

This principle in our opinion would be ill 
advised and would not accomplish its intend- 
ed purposes. As previously stated the in- 
tent of the present law was to eliminate 
the illicit and uncontrolled liquor traffic, an 
attempt to control the dispensing of the 
same and not as a source of revenue. To 
increase the tax means of course an in- 
crease in retail prices. This "will give the 
fighting industry of bootlegging more lati- 
tude in wedging back into competition with 
the legal dispensaries. If the illegal prod- 
uction is increased and placed on the market 
at a cheaper price, the legal sales will 
■imultaneously decrease as the average con- 
sumption will remain about the same. In 
addition to the loss of revenue by the illegal 
Bouor traffic, there will be an increase in 
expense in efforts to prohibit this illegal 
traffic and of enforcing the liquor laws, 
have been definitely proven by past 
to be impossible in so long as it 



remains profitable. 

So far, it is believed that the A. B. C. 
Board has done a good job under the circum- 
stance with which it has had to deal and as 
time goes on, if left alone will do a better 
one. The policy has been to reduce prices 
in so for as practical to meet illegal competi- 
tion believing it to be the strongest policy 
and the one most adaptable to liquor control. 
It is trusted that the Legislature will remem- 
ber that this is a control measure, not one for 
producing revenues and not permit a lustful 
eye lead them astray into the increasing of 
the liquor tax, thereby opening the doorsfor 
the rehabilitation of the bootlegger. 



SPECIAL MEETING 



It is a most peculiar circumstance that in 
the vast majority of instances when a matter 
of material importance to the taxpayers of 
Virginia Beach is to come before the Town 
Council, it is presented at a special meeting. 
It might be said that they are brought before 
a special meeting in order to allow more time 
for discussion. Probably true. But most 
of the special meetings come unheralded and 
the citizenry is not given the opportunity to 
to be present in order to be heard. 

Last week, for instance, there was a special 
meeting called for Thursday night for the 
purpose of considering certain proposed 
charter amendments submitted by the Town 
Attorney. The idea was conceived by some 
who opposed the plan to submit the mos- 
quito control district proposal to a referen- 
dum to reopen this matter at that meeting. 
A matter which the proponents thought had 
been definitely-settled at the previous regular 
meeting. 

Two matters of major importance to the 
taxpayers were to come before this unan- 
nounced special meeting — one new — the 
other a change of a supposed previously 
settled matter. Though unannounced this 
special meeting was called for Thursday 
night but suddenly late Tuesday afternoon 
it was advanced to Tuesday night. Somehow, 
some way, the proponents of the proposed 
charter amendments got the word. and were 
present — the opponents to the referendum on 
the mosquito control district proposal got 
word and were present — both groups were 
heard but there was no notice to the 
adverse groups and their voices were thereby 
silenced. 

Undoubtedly the ultimate results of the 
Council's action would have been the same 
but after all, the members of the Council are 
merely trustees for the people and whether 
or not the final action taken is a foregone 
conclusion, the people who pay the bills 
should have the opportunity to yoice their 
opinions on major matters. It is fully realized 
that on occasion predecisions have to be made 
in closetted discussions but even these con- 
clussions have been known to be changed 
after a public presentation. 

If special meetings are to be called to con- 
sider matters important to the general 
public, they should be called far enough in 
advance to give notice to all that may be 
interested in order that they may have the 
opportunity to be present and heard. The 
Councilmen are trustees of all the people of 
the Towp and not of certain groups, parti- 
cularly of those who neither live nor vote 
within the Township.

BANK$ AND NEWSPAPERS 

Newspapers and banks have at least one 
thing in common, in the opinion of the 
Ouachita Citizen of West Monroe, Louisiana. 
Both of them get plenty of criticism. 

"The most difficult task that we can think 
of at the moment is to run a bank or a news- 
paper to please everyone," says the Citizen. 
"If the banker is conservative he is charged 
with not being helpful to the community. If 
he lends the depositors' money too freely he 
is criticized when the borrower can't repay 
and the bank closes. The newspaper man 
who prints all the news regardless of who 
makes it, is criticized and called sensational. 
If he leaves it out he is charged with being 
afraid to print the news. The best plan for 
the banker or the newspaperman to follow is 
to run his business the way he thinks it 
should be run and let the critics criticize." 

It would be an interesting experiment if 
"self-starting" critics were given charge of 
the nation's banks and newspapers for a 
period. It's a safe bet that they'd rapidly 
learn a sad lesson — and an equally safe bet 
that the public which depends on banks to 
safeguard its money and newspapers to give 
it the news of the world, would take a terri- 
fic beating. Amateur banking and amateur 
journalism would be a far cry from the real 
professional articles. 

Banking has given the American people 
and American business unparalleled service 
— it furnished the financial lifeblood that 
built this nation in world record time. The 
American newspaper gives the people better, 
more complete and more accurate coverage 
of what is happening a mile away or ten 
thousand miles away than the press of any 
other country. The bankers and the editors 
will go on doing these vital jobs while "the 
critics criticize."

Governor Price presented the 
State budget to the legislature 
Monday, totaling $177,938,098 for 
the biennium 1940-42, of which 
$52,037,983 is for general fund ac- 
tivities. This is estimated to be 
$4,500,000 over receipts. The Gov- 
ernor is determined to end the 
biennium without a deficit, and 
hoped the needed revenue would 
be provided, but in cas of a threat- 
ening deficit he requested a pro- 
vision empowering him to reduce 
appropriations not over 25 per 
cent to insure a balanced budget. 
The budget is the largest in the 
history of the State, comparing 
with $166,164,990 for the last 
biennium, and $101,662,332, for 
1930-32, the first time the budget 
had passed the $100,000,000 mark. 
Increases are for schools, $2,519,- 
465; public assistance $675,570, 
and for other departments in 
smaller amounts. 

To meet the budget additional 
revenues must be sought. The 
Governor proposed an additional 
tax on alcoholic beverages which 
would produce $2,016,000 of the 
required $2,416,000 revenue. The 
Governor took the easiest way out. 
The State has a monopoly on al- 
coholic beverages and the ABC 
board can handle the collections 
with a minimum of expense. 
There will be fewer people fussing 
about the tax because it will be 
hidden in the cost of the bever- 
age and those people who pay it 
will not object much and those 
who do not pay any will point to 
the others and say, "It serves 
them right." However, it is im- 
posing a special tax on people 
who are now paying a large share 
of the taxes through the profits 
made by the ABC board. If this 
j special tax went entirely for the 
e j care and cure of inebriates it 
might be better justified. But 
the tax is to be used primarily foi 
the operation of the schools, a 
cause for which it appears to us 
that a general tax would be more 
appropriate. 

Again, the increased cost of 
alcoholic beverages may bring a 
return of bootlegging. This of 
course, will depend on the addi- 
tional cost of the products sold 
at the state-owned store. This 
addition may be small at present, 
ten per cent it is estimated, and 
probably will not entail a general 
loss of patronage to the ABC 
stores in favor of the boot! 
but if more and more taxes are 
heaped on whiskey^ana wines, 
there may be ^a definite return to 
the illicit traffic. —^ 

The most serious consequences 
in the eyes of the prohibitionist is 
that the State is becoming so de- 
pendent on revenues from alco- 
holic beverage sales, that prohi- 
bition will never return. 

A general sales tax is the only 
other solution and in our opinion 
would be more desirable. It would 
spread the tax to every household

If this is true, why all the soli- 
citude about the "through" traffic 
on our highways. If cutting down 
the speed of a few trucks and 
"birds of passage" will make our 
^highways safer to the real tourist 
who is spending his time and 
faioney here, safer also for the 
local resident who builds, main- 
tains and uses these roads for 
business and pleasure, why not do 
so?

This does not seem to be an 
unreasonable request. Most com- 
munities already have such a law. 
Most people do not object to lic- 
ensing their automobile or even 
their dogs. After all, a gun is a 
pretty serious article to be toting 
around, and the law enforcement 
agency of the Federal government 
j should have the right to know 
who owns one. 

Of course, anyone who Intends 
to go Into the holdup business will 
probably not bother to take out a 
permit for his gun. But the force 
of the law lies in the fact that 
officials can take a man into cus- 
tody before a crime is commit- 
ted or can "pin" the gun charge 
on him when tangible evidence of 
a more serious crime is too slight. 
Few citizens who intend to go 
about their honest business would 
protest such a law.

Why does the German Govern- 
ment propose to pay 10 per cent 
of the German workers' wages in 
scrip? It might be supposed that 
a government with as far-reach- 
ing authority over prices, wages 
and the whole economic system as 
that prevailing in Germany would 
resort to outright credit or cur- 
rency inflation for such funds as 
it could not raise by taxation or 
loans. Apparently the answer lies 
partly in the fear of inflation that 
is still a heritage of the dark days 
of 1922 and 1923.

We are glad that Governor 
Price found it possible to give the 
schools of the state $2310,405 ad- 
ditional for the next two years, to 
Increase teachers' salaries. The 
next largest Increase was an ad- 
ditional $000,405 for the Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare. This was 
necessary and should have been 
more, if possible. But all in all 
the budget for the next two years 
will run $4,500,000 more than that 
for the past two years, and the 
new taxes to meet this were all 
the Governor thought the state 
could stand. 

Because of the building program 
of the past two years, to take 
advantage of federal money, very 
little capital outlay is provided for 
in this budget. But there were 
necessary, increases all along the 
line to provide for the mainten- 
ance and use of the new buildings 
that have been built or now build- 
ing. This accounts for a half mil- 
lion Increase in the ordinary op- 
erating expenses of the state. 

All in all we think it is a sound 
budget and one that will keep Vir- 
ginia on the right path and in 
good financial condition.

Between now and spring is 
probably the best time of the year 
to apply superphosphate to pas- 
ture lands, as alternate freexing 
and thawing of the soil may work 
the fertiliser nearer the feeding 
"en of the grass roots, says Dr. 
T. B Hutcheson. head of the V. 
P. I. agronomy department. 

Fhoaphatea move slowly into 
the soil ami considerable time 
must elapse after application for 
it to reach the root zone. An add- 
ed advantage of applying phos- 
phate at this time is that farmers 
are not so busy with any parti- 
cular crop and have more time 
at their disposal. 

In an experiment conducted by 
R. E. O'Brien of the V. P. I. Ex- 
periment Station the application 
of the equivalent of 100 pounds 
of triple superphosphate (45-46%) 
per acre to a pasture of ordinary 
grasses and legumes. 4.048 pounds 
of dry matter were produced, 
while a check plot treated in the 
same manner except that it re- 
ceived no phosphate produced 
only 2,520 pounds of dry matter. 
It la believed that similar benefi- 
cial results may be observed 
throughout the state from ap- 
plications of phosphate, Dr. 
Hutcheson says. 

For general Virginia conditions 
agronomists recommend the ap- 
plication of 200 to 300 pounds of 
20 percent superphosphate or 100 
to 200 pounds of triple super- 
phosphate (45-48%) per acre of 
pasture land. In addition to the 
increased carrying capacity of the 
pasture because of the increased 
growth, the additional growth of 
the legumes will take more nitro- 
gen from the air and deposit it 
in the soil at no extra cost to 
the farmer. 

State AAA officials say that 
under the 1040 Agricultural Con- 
servation program farmers who 
lack the available cash to pur- 
chase the material at thu> time 
may obtain triple superphosphate 
as a grant of aid, the cost of 
which will be deducted from the 
1040 payments due the farm. Re- 
quests for the material should be 
made to county conservation as- 
sociations. Credit will be given for 
the use of phosphate on pasture 
or other specified legumes and 
grasses whether It is obtained as 
a grant of aid or purchased from 
local sources.

The probable effect of the war 
upon our South American com- 
merce is discussed by Howard J. 
Trueblood In a recent Foreign 
Policy Report, "War and United 
States-Latin American Trade", re- 
ceived by the Extension Division. 

Although it is too soon to prop- 
hesy the effect of hostilities on 
our Latin American trade, there 
are, he says, tentative conclusions 



to be reached by examining pre- 
crlsls commercial movements and 
the record of the last war's ef- 
fects. The present conflict, he 
notes, came at a time when West- 
ern Hemisphere solidarity was 
closer to reality than ever and 
the current high degree of inter- 
American cooperation should faci- 
litate long-term readjustment of 
trade relations rather than a 
spectacular war boom. War will 
not mean automatic prosperity for 
South America as a whole, nor 
can the United States in all cases 
directly supplant Britain and 
Germany in the Latin American 
import trade. 

Mr. Trueblood thinks our Gov- 



ernment will have to extend fur- 
ther short-term credits to pur- 
chasers In the southern continent, 
but the greatest hope, he says, for 
improvement in Latin American 
purchasing power lies in shifting 
our purchases from other foreign 
sources and in such an increased 
demand on our part for industrial 
raw materials and foodstuffs as 
should accompany our economic 
recovery.

State Tuberculosis 
Association Backed 
By County Chapter 

(Continued from Page One) 
for X-rays for indigent patients 

Full weight of the Virginia 
Tuberculosis Association and its 
affiliated organisations through, 
out Virginia will be thrown behind 
the request of Or. I. C. Riggin, 
State Health Commissioner, to the 
General Assembly for more free 
beds for the treatment of indigent 
tuberculosis patients, additional 
beds at Piedmont Sanatorium for 
Negroes and for an increase In the 
appropriation for the surgical 
treatment of tuberculosis. 

This announcement was made 
yesterday by Thomas C. Boushall 
of Richmond, chairman of the 
Legislative Committee of the tub- 
erculosis association, who said 
that Dr. Riggin had been assured 
of the wholehearted support of 
the organisation in the movement 
to enlarge the program to control 
tuberculosis in the State. 

In his budget request to Gov- 
ernor Price, Dr. Riggin had asked 
faculties for 100 more beds for 
Negroes at Piedmont Sanatorium, 
Mr. Boushall said, in addition to 
the new building now under con. 
structlon. and to convert more of 
the present beds at Catawba and 
Blue Ridge to free beds. 

Mr. Boushall explained that the 
facilities for treating tuberculosis 
in the Negro were entirely inade- 
quate in view of the fact that the 
mortality among that race was ap- 
proximately three times that of 
the white. Over the three year 
period 1930 to 1938, Inclusive, the 
death rate for Negroes was 146.1 
per 100,000 population as com. 
pared to 48.8 among the white 
population. For this period there 
had been an annual average of 
883 deaths among the white pec 
pie of the State and 962 among 
the Negroes, according to Mr. 
Boushall. 

His association, Mr. Boushall 
said. Is especially interested in 
providing additional beds for 
Negro patients, because of this 
high death rate, adding that the 
heed for enlarged facilities for 
colored people was Indicated by 
the fact that last month there was 
a waiting list of 318 patients seek. 
ing admission to Piedmont Sana. 
torium, which Is the only State 
Sanatorium for Negroes. 

While the state has provided 
approximately 800 beds for white 
patients at its sanatoria, and 365 
for Negroes, the cities of Rich, 
mond, Norfolk, Roanoke, Danville 
and the Second Congressional 
District had augmented these 
numbers by approximately 417 for 
whites and 150 for Negroes. This 
means, Mr. Boushall stated, a 
total of approximately 1,200 beds 
for the treatment of white pa-

Shad fishermen of Virginia, 
from the upper reaches of the 
Potomac to the lower end of 
Chesapeake Bay, gathered at 
Newport News on Tuesday for a 
meeting on the conservation 
measures which Commissioner O. 
Walter Mapp stated to be "one of 
the most Important in the long 
C. 8. Bureau of Fisheries. 

Meeting at 10 at the Warwick 
Hotel, the fishermen were called 
upon to state their views along 
with William C. Neville and Ro- 
bert A. Nesbit, who presented the 
latest scientific advice from the 
U. 8. Bureau of Fsherles. 

The total yield of shad along 
the Atlantic coast has declined 
from an average of mere than 
40.080,086 pounds a year before 
1900 to tees than 10.000,000 
pounds annually hi recent years. 
Only the Hudson and the Con- 
necticut Rivers have recovered 
from the decline. Measures adopt, 
ed by the New York conservation 
board limit fishing from sundown 
Friday to Monday morning, limit 
the length of nets, and establish 
closed areas known as spawning 
grounds. 

The Virginia Commission meet- 
ing considered the problem "in a 
practical way which will not im- 
pose a hardship on our already, 
handicapped fishermen." Mapp 
said. 

United States Bureau of Fisher, 
ies biologists believe the disastrous 
decline In shad has been brought 
about by over-fishing, obstructing 
dams, and polluted waters. "Of 
these three there is little doubt 
that over-fishing Is the most Im- 
portant," they reported. "In bays 
and river estuaries the mase of 
traps and nets obstructing the up- 
stream passage takes such a heavy 
toll that In many areas an insuf- 
ficient number of spawnera re- 
mains. It is believed that the 
catch by commercial fishermen 
may be as much as 75 per cent of 
the run in some waters. 

Fish Killed By CoM Weather 

Hundreds of fish were killed by 
the cold waters around Broad Bay 
and in Llnkhorn Bay In Princess 
Anne County, it was reported last 
week. Local observers believed 
that the fish were caught in the 
shallow water when the cold set 
in and perished as the tempera. 
ture of the water dropped to the 
f reexlng point. 

To Standardise Stoes Of Saleable 
Fish 

The Virginia Commission of 
Fisheries will seek to Increase the 
minimum saleable Size of blue 
fish, rock, croakers, and hog fish 
as a conservation measure at the 
current session of the General As- 
sembly. 

Uniform measurements have 
been agreed upon by the Virginia 
the .Maryland and North Carolina 
Commission in cooperation with 
bodies. Amendments bringing 
Maryland and North Carolina in. 
to line will be submitted to the 
legislatures of those States when 
they meet in 1941.

mendations should be thoroughly 
Investigated, with a possibility of 
making changes and cost cuts. 
Some critics of the program say 
that it is primarily designed to 
enable us to again participate in 
a foregin war, and that it goes far 
beyond our needs for territorial 
defense. Still another school 
thinks we should plan on hemisp- 
heric defense— that is, a military 
establishment that could repel in- 
vaders of the entire continent and 
northern South America, and 
make it possible to put teeth in 
the Monroe Doctrine if, as and 
when necessary. To build our 
fighting resources to that extent 
would of course take a great 
length of time and cost an In- 
credible sum. 

Third leading Issue is the reci- 
procal trade law, which must be 
again renewed if Secretary of 
State Hull is to continue to make 
trade deals with other countries.

The diagrams below show how 
yon change the position of your 
lights to obtain different effects. 
S stands for subject, C for camera, 
and B for background. The number 
1 Indicates a No. 1 photo bulb In 
cardboard reflector, and 2 Indicates 
a No. 2 bulb. These two bulbs, 
when in reflectors, are sufficient 
for box-camera snapshots on high 
speed film. 

At left, first row, Is the regular 
45-degree lighting. Center, a more 



dramatic effect, with one Hght di- 
rected on the background. Right, 
a still more striking effect, with a 
light on the subject from either* 
aide. Second row, left, 'a silhouette 
effect, with one light behind the 
subject and turned toward the wall.

Changes In Federal 
Farm Programs 

Row recent changes in Federal 
farm programs should help Vir- 
ginia farmers attain greater con- 
servation of the sort forest, and 
human resources of the State was 
explained here today by Dr. J. R 
Hutcheson, Director of the State 
Agricultural Extension Service. 

The changes, announced recent- 
ly by Secretary of Agriculture 
Henry A. Wallace, and about 
which he wrote President Julian 
A. Burruss of the Virginia Poly- 
technic Institute can for more 
emphasis on conservation in all 
land-use programs of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and for 
closest coordination with State 
efforts along that line. 

Of special interest to Virginia 
are a number of changes in the 
Agriculture Conservation pro 
gram. 

Changes In the rates of credit 
for soil-building practices under 
the 1M0 AAA Program win emp- 
hasize conservation through prac- 
tices not normally carried out. In- 
cluding greater use of lime and 
phosphate, and winter cover 
corps. Director Hutcheson pointed 
out. 

Extension of grant-of-ald provi- 
sions win make lime and phos- 
phate available to farmers on a 
larger scale in 1940. The cost of 
materials. Including freight 
charges, win be deducted from 
conservation payments, making 
the soil-buikling materials avail- 
able to farmers without cash out- 
ley. 

Special encouragement will be 
given to seeding more cover crops 
in the fan of 1940 that are especi- 
ally adaptable to Virginia. 
Winter legume seed grown under 
the grant-of-ald project in the 
Pacific Northwest will be avail- 
able for farmers to plant in the 
fan of 1940. 

A new provision of the AAA 
Program allows any farm a special 
$30 payment for planting trees 
and many fanners in Virginia are 
expected to improve their farms 
by planting more trees and 
shrubs. Establishment of a $20 
minimum payment which may be 




earned on any farm through 
practices other than 
and so specified uenfiSF 
the program, should further em- 
able small farmers tn 
more soil-building 

The Farm Security Administra- 
tion win hereafter, to 
crop rotation and soil 
ttoavmake no loans to fa 
its rehabilitation program 
the farm plan provides 4pr 
ing only one cash crop. 
Security Administration 
visors will also give 
tentlon to soil conservat 
tices in drawing up 
plans with borrowers;

toothpicks in large apple. , 

Appteliaer Canape* 
Core unpeeled red apples; cut In 
slices; cut slicea in half; cover with 
desired spreads such a< caviar;

Cayenne. Worcestershire and onion 
juice; cream cheese and anchovy; 
pot cheese and chives; Camembert 
cheese; toasted sharp cheese sprin- 
kled with cayenne; smoked salmon 
or whiteflsh; smoked herring fillets; 
deviled ham, etc. 

Appletiser Slicks 
Cut apples into quarter-inch sticks; 
wrap with thin slices of smoked tur- 
key breast; boiled or baked ham; 
dried smoked beef; salami, etc.

PRACTICAL HEALTH HINTS 



Your Blood Pressure

IF YOU have high blood pres- 
* sure, as many do, don't worry 
about It Aside from the faettthat 
there is usually no reason for un- 
due alarm, 
worry and ex- 
citement will 
often make the 
condition 
worse. 

Many per- 
sons with high 
blood pressure 
live long, use- 
ful, and pleas- 
ant lives. They 
may, in fact, 
Or, J. A. Tobey benefit from 
the more placid and less active 
regime of life that is desirable in 
this condition. 

While no one knows the pre- 
cise cause of high blood pressure, 
there is no question but that some 
cases can be prevented, and that 
others can be controlled without 
great difficulty. 

One effective way of coping 
with high blood pressure is to 
find out about it early. This can 
best be accomplished by the habit 
of having an annual physical ex- 
amination. If the doctor discovers 
that your blood pressure is not 
quite normal, he will advise how 
to keep it under control. 



Among the most Important of 
the factors that regulate the blood 
pressure are the nature of the 
diet and the activity of the body. 
In some Instances, high blood 
pressure seems to be due to he- 
redity, but in many cases it Is due 
to overweight, to certain types of 
kidney disease, and to nervous 
strain and a high-tension life. 

Obesity is, in general bad for 
the blood pressure, and so a grad- 
ual reducing process is necessary. 
Adequate rest is also essential, 
with freedom from worry, fear, 
and excitement 

The diet for persons with high 
blood pressure should consist of 
bland, easily digested foods, high 
in nutritive values. The best of 
these for the purpose are pasteur- 
ized or certified milk, white bread 
and butter, fruits and fruit juices, 
and all vegetables. Meats are re- 
stricted in such a diet, and salt is 
usually eliminated. 

The person with high blood 
pressure must give up alcohol 
and stimulants, stop smoking, and 
in certain cases must reduce his 
intake of fluids. He should, of 
course, consult his family physi- 
cian as to the proper regimen for 
his particular case. Self medica- 
tion, except by proper diet and 
rest, is not advisable in this con- 
dition.

Q. What type and wcipht of 
roofing felt is recommended for 
use under slate? What is meant 
by shingle exposure, and what are 
the allowable exposures for slate? 

A. Under slate use a saturated 
asphalt roofing felt weighing .iOt 
less than 30 pounds per 100 square 
feet. The exposure of a shingle is 
the portion not covered by the 
next course above or the length of 
the shingle exposed to the wea- 
ther. Since the standard lap of al- 
ternate shingle courses used in 
laying slate on sloping roofs is 3 
inches, the proper exposure is 
computed by deducting 3 inches 
from the length of the slate and 
dividing by two. This means that 
for a 14-inch slate the exposure 
should not exceed 5 1-2 inches, 
for a 16-inch slate, 6 1-2 inches; 
and ior an 18-inch slate, 7 1-2 
inches. Proper exposures to the 
weather for longer or shorter 
shingles can be determined in tue 
same maimer. 

Q. How can a garbage container 
be concealed? 

A. An underground receptacle, 
properly drained and having a 
pedal-operated cover, is a good 
arrangement. Containers above 
ground can be included in a small 
lattice- or hedge-screened service 
yard located on the same side of 
the house as the garage driveway, 
kitchen, and service entrance. 

Q. Every time it rains several 
of our windows swell, and we are 
unable to open them until they 
dry out. Is there any way we can 
remedy this condition? 

A. Loosen the stop which holds 
the window sash in place. Ii this 
does not improve the condition, 
wait until the sash is dry and 
apply a thin coat of paste floor 
wax throughout the length of th> 
grooves, the sash slides in. Pa tit- 
ing the grooves with linseed oil 
also may be helpful. If the wind- 
ows are too tight even when dry. 
it will be necessary to remove the 
sash and plane down one • 'ie.

amendments to the Town of Vir- 
ginia Beach which are proposed 
to be presented to the State Legis- 
lature now in session and explain- 
ed what in his opinion would be 
the relative effect on both the 
Town and the County if approved. 

The proposal was vigorously op- 
posed by Sidney Kellam, County 
Treasurer, who stated that if 
these amendments were adopted 
it would set a precedent for other 
localities and at the same time 
necessitate an increase of taxes 
throughout the County to offset 
the financial loss which would be 
sustained, mcidentaly Mr. Kel-
